Paris. July 29. — M. Kurlno, Japaneso 
minister to this republic, is tho author- 
ity tor tho following Information con- 
cerning tho Russo-Japanese treaty of 
commcrco and navigation, which was 
signed In St. Petersburg. Tho treaty 
embraces live subjects: Commercial 
relations, fishery rights, tho Junction 
of Manchurian railroads, the delimita- 
tion of frontiers, political relations. 
Tho part dealing with this last named 
subject is brief, ana Is practically a 
duplicate of the Franco-Japanese 
agreement for tho. maintenance of the 
status quo. Mi Kurlno denies tho re- 
port that Japan has ordered two dirlg- 
iblo balloons in Germany. 

St. Petersburg, July 29.— Tho signing 
yesterday at the foreign otiico hero of 
the treaties of commerce, navigation 
and fisheries between Russia and 
Japan will be followd shortly by the 
publication of a political entente. 

Tho foreign ofllcc today confirmed 
tho despatch to tho Associated Press 
from Tokio on this matter, and admit- 
ted onicially that a general political 
agreement between the two states was 
in course of preparation, that the ne- 
gotiations to tlds end had almost 
reached their conclusion, and that the 
signatures would be affixed to the 
document In a few days. 

This entente is conceived along tho 
aanw lines as the similar agreement 
between France and Japan. Under its 
terms Russia and Japan will mutually 
guarantee their rights and territory. 
The negotiations looking to this en- 
tente havo been conducted with com- 
plete secrecy because of Jpaaneso /dis- 
like of publicity, but it was learned 
today that Foreign Minister Iswol- 
sky's desire to settle pending ques- 
tions in the Far Fast and inaugurate 
a new period of peaceful colonization 
and development in the Russian pro- 
vinces bordering on tho Pacific, was 
met. in a spirit of moderation and con- 
ciliation "o ;.io part of Japan, which 
enabled satisfactory progress to he 
made and assured a successful out- 
come. 

The relations between Russian and 
Japan aro on sucli a satisfactory basis 
that tho recent occurrence in Korea 
exercised no inlluence upon them. Rus- 
sia, who considers herself bound by 
the treaty of Portsmouth, is content 
to give other nations, whose hands are 
free, a chance to champion the Kor- 
eans- 

The commercial treaty betwaen the 
two countries is of a temporary na- 
ture. It expires In 1911. No provis- 
ion is made for a tariff agreement, but 
in place of an understanding tho pow- 
ers agree mutually to apply the most- 
favored-natlon clause. They stipulate 
further Unit the subjects of each 
shall enjoy equal commercial' oppor- 
tunities without hindrance or discrim- 
ination, and that neither shall be sub- 
ject to special imposts, 
convention consists of an article ex- 
cluding Kwantung province from the 
provisions of the treaty. 

Tho fisheries convention is to last 
for twelvo years. There has been 
much dissatisfaction over tho ques- 
tion of fishing rights. The convention 
embraces tho Okhotsk, Yellow sea and 
Coring strait areas. It includes all 
sea animals with tho exception of sea 
otters. The coast is to bo mapped Into 
sections, and fishing rights will be 
auctioned publicly to the highest bid- 
ders. 

Tho Russian government is obliged 
to furnish the Japanese consul 
Vladivostok witli two months' notice of 
intention to hold such auctions. Tho 
Japanese concessionaries aro given the 
right to cure fish on the beach. 

Russia makes unusually liberal con- 
cessions to Japanese fishing on the 
Russian coast, and the Amur river, 
and It Is claimed that under (these 
privileges Japan will dominate the 
fisheries of the Pacific. 

The convention bestows upon Jap- 
anese subjects the right to fish along 
t ho entire coast, with the exception of 
34 Inlets and rivers, to repair thtelr 
fishing vessels and to occupy the sheds 
for tho drying of fish In the sun, or 
by a fire, or other necessary buildings. 

Tho Japanese are to pay the same 
taxes as Russians, an 1 the; export of 
fish to Japan is declared to he free 
front all export duty. The Japanese 
concessionaries are allowed to employ 
Japanese labor along the coast except 
at. tho mouth of the Amur river, 
whero thoy are obliged to employ Rus- 
sians. 

In view of the cheap price of cooile 
labor it is believed that the Japanese 
will bo able to beat down all compe- 
tion at the public auctions at Vladi- 
vostok and become possessed of nearly 
all the Ashing grounds. 



FORAKER SAYS NAY. 

Docs Not Approve of Secretary Taft 
for President. 

Cincinnati, July 29. — That it is im- 
possible for him under present condi- 
tions to favor tho presidential can- 
didacy of Secretary of Vv'ar Taft is 
tho statement of U. S. Senator For- 
aker in a letter given out. here today. 
Tho letter Is addressed to C. E. Mc- 
Coy of Coshocton a member of tho 
republican state committee and Is In- 
tended as tho expression of tho sen- 
ator's views when the committee 
meets at Columbus tomorrow. The 
interview with Governor Harris, in 
which ho favors tho endorsement of 
Forakor for senator and Taft for pres- 
ident and discourages tho suggestion 
of himself for another term as govern- 
or, aro taken as, the text for the letter.

Judge Dunne announced his decision 
to draw an entirely new panel of 
sixty names from the jury box, and 
tho caso was continued until next 
Wednesday morning. She rill' O'Neill 
was Instructed to return tho panel into 
court tomorrow at 2 p . m ., when those 
who havo valid excuses for not serving 
will present them to tho court and bo 
excused. 

In Judge Lawl'or's court the $10,000 
bond of Louis Glass was renewed in 
tho caso on which the trial jury dis- 
agreed yesterday. Glass was released 
from custody as soon as tho bail was 
fixed. Tho Pacific Surety Company 
continues us surety. In order that 
there may bo no question as to tho 
validity of the order naming next 
Monday, August nth, as the day of bo- 
ginning the re- trial, Judge Lawlor 
vacated his order of yesterday Sun- 
day, and made a new order to the 
same effect.

St. Petersburg, July 29.— Two of 
tho men convicted of participation in 
tho murder of Major-General Von dor 
Launitz, prefect of police of St. Pe- 
tersburg, which occurred in this city 
on January 3 last, were executed this 
evening at Llsay Noss. Their names 
were not known.

Th9 total Is placed at $161 - 
963,058, an Inereaso of J2"a,000,000 over 
tho last fiscal year. 



Versailles, July 29.— The death of 
tho aged American soldier himself and 
an attempt at self-destruction on the 
part of his son Henry, who shot ids 
two sisters and two brothers today in 
the last hours of his dying father, im- 
parted additional seriousness to the 
shocking tragedy In tho home of Ma- 
jor Henry A. Huntington which has 
caused a sensation in tho American 
colony and in tho diplomatic circles of 
France. 

Major Huntington died this evening 
shortly after the news was given out 
of his son Henry's unsuccessful at- 
tempt at suicide, but tho father was 
spared tho anguish of knowing of this 
and of the terrible crime which shat- 
tered his household, as lie was un- 
conscious at the end. His prostrated 
wife, his daughter Edith and his son 
Douglas, whoso slight wounds per- 
mitted them to pay tho last attentions 
to the dying man, were present In the 
chamber when the end came. 

According to tho police, Henry at- 
tempted suilclde in his cell with a 
silk handkerchief, which he tied 
around his neck and fastened to the 
bars, Becking to strangle himself slow- 
ly by the means of a tourniquet. Tho 
jailor, who had been Instructed to 
watch tho prisoner closely, detected 
the act In time to prevent serious re- 
sults, and it was announced that 
Henry had not succeeded in injuring 
himself. 

The swift sequence of tragic inci- 
dents in the Huntington family, which 
Is one of tho best known here, has 
cast a gloom over Versailles. Though 
plunged In grief at tho death of tho 
head of the household, the mother and 
children had time to interpret Henry's 
effort at self-destruction as addition- 
al evidence of the mental Irresponsi- 
bility, which they say ho has long 
manifested in certain directions. 

Tho doctors today hold out some 
faint recovery of Alonzo and Elizabeth 
.Huntington. ' Edith's wound Is not 
serious.' Mrs. Huntington's life is des- 
paired of. It was learned today that 
there Is insanity In the Huntington 
family. Mayor Huntington's brother 
died In a mad house suffering from 
delusions somewhat similar to those 
of which Henry Is possessed. When 
Henry returned to his hotel last night, 
after tho tragedy, he told ills wife lie 
was crying at tho bedside or his father 
when his brother Douglas and his 
sisters Interrupted and Instlsted that he 
hog for his mother's pardon. Ho then 
lost his head and fired indiscrimina- 



tely.

DISCUSSED II 
LORDS 



Government of State Severely 
Arraigned by Several 
Speaker? 



RESPONSIBILITIES OF BRITAIN 



Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs 
Advisos Against Any Action Be- 
ing Taken at Present. 



London, July 29. — "The system of 
government in the Congo Independent 
Slate is one of unrestrained tyranny, 
enforced by the lash and the bullet, by 
cruelty and by murder." 

These words were spoken by Lord 
Monkswell, who brought up the Congo 
question In the House of Lords today. 
The attendance in tho house was 
spnall'. 

Continuing, I,ord Monkswell said 
the Congo government was a powerful 
engine of greed, which impudently and 
insolently violated the limitations 
under which Its rights over this terrl 
lory had been granted- The speaker 
quoted authorities to support his state- 
ments, and added that an especial re- 
sponsibility attached to Great Britain 
becauso but for her determined action, 
the King of Portugal, and not the King 
of Belgium, would at this moment 
have been tho ruler of Congo. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury do 
clarcd that the Congo was one of the 
most disheartening and humiliating of 
contemporary questions. Ho said that 
It was ghastly irony to read today tho 
words of the address presented to 
King Leopold by tho city of London in 
1SS4 congratulating His Majesty upon 
liis "bloodless victory." Ho declared 
tho British government should be re- 
minded of the .sense of responsibility 
of all Englishmen in this matter. 

A general debate on the Congo ques 
Hon followed, and a number of bishop 
were among tho speakers. The Earl of 
Mayo advocated another International 
conference In the matter of the Congo, 
and fulling In that tho appointment of 
more British consuls in the Upper 
Congo. l, 

Lord Fitzmaurice, under secretary 
for foreign affairs, speaking for the 
government, said thoy were not blind 
to the facts, but tills matter was sur 
rounded -with grave difficulties. Tho 
government had asked tho Congo gov- 
ernment, he said, not to disregard tho 
experiences of previous governments of 
natives, and had instanced the early 
history of British East India. Tho 
present system, tho speaker said, was 
certain to have evil .consequences 
Lord Pltzmaurlco admitted 1 hat the 
House of Lords had a right to ask 
what progress had boon made, but he 
said It was an International question; 
if the house took any sudden rash 
action It would run the risk Of injur- 
ing the cause it had at heart. 

At tho conclusion of Lord Fitz- 
maurlce'S address, Lord Monkswell 
withdrew his motion. 



DEFIANT TRIBESMEN. 

Thoy Cut Off the Hands of Two of tho 
Sultan's Soldiers. 

Tangier, July 29. — A courier who has 
just arrived reports that after the re- 
cent lighting at Siieshuan between 
Kmass tribesmen and the forces of the 
Sultan, in which a village was burned 
by the government troops who aro 
trying to effect the releaso of Kald Sir 
Harry Maclean, now held prisoner by 
tho bandit Ralsuil, the tribesmen cut 
oft yio heads of two of tho Sultan's 
soldiers arid sent them to Sheaghuun. 
Tho Sultan's forces are pressing on 
towards the Kmass stronghold, while 
Kald Mohalla, from Elcazar, is mov- 
ing southward into tho mountains, 
where Ralsuli and his prisoner are 
located: 



LARGE HOTEL BURNED 

Guests at Long Beach Had Narrow 
Escape From Death 

Long Beach, July 29.— Eight hun- 
dred guests of the Long Beach hotel 
one of tho largest seashore hotels on 
the Atlantic coast, had to flee for their 
lives early to-day, when tho hotel 
was burned to the ground. There 
was no loss of life, and no ono was 
injured. The guests lost all their 
clothing and personal effects. The 
firo was discovered on the first floor 
shortly after 5 o'clock. Call boys and 
clerks hurried through the smoky cor- 
ridors and roused the sleeping guests 
Tho flames gained headway in the 
great wooden structure, and the 
guests had barely time to seize some 
scanty clothing and escape. Thoy fled 
to the beaches and were taken care of 
by the cottagers. The hotel burned 
like tinder and within a short time 
was a smouldering mass of ruins. The 
loss is about $200,000. Tho hotel was 
three stories high and nearly six 
hundred feet In length, and when fill 
ed to its capacity housed 1,100 per 
sons.

Celebrato Haywood's Acquittal by 
Street Parado and Speeches 

Rosslanrl, July 29. — Rossland mem- 
bers of organized labor are jubilant 
over the acquittal of Haywood. They 
had a grand street parado this after- 
noon, followed by speeches In the 
miners' union hall in the evening. Tho 
minors' union, typographical union, 
barbers' and tailors' unions •wore re- 
presented in tho procession, with two 
bands. There were nearly 800 men In 
line. Banners were carried bearing 
such sentiments as the following: 
"Plnkertons" death knell"; "Justice 
awarded to W. F. M."; "United we 
stand, divided wo fall"; "Haywood 
vindicated"; "Truth Prevailed." 

Speeches were made in miners' union 
hall, which was crowded, by Mayor 
McDonald, Win, J. Murphy, organizer 
of the Rossland miners' union and 
President of the painters' union. J. A. 
McICinnon, George Casey, Ex-secretary 
of tho union, A. F. Berry, Socialistic 
candidate for the legislature at last 
election and Roy Stevens, President of 
tho union. 

At tho opening of the meeting three 
cheers and a tiger were given Hay- 
wood and loud groans for McPartland. 
Throe cheers and a tiger were given 
for Judge Woods and tho jury. -The 
speakers lauded Haywood and re- 
joiced that he who was willing to risk 
his life for tho workers' cause had been 
acquitted. It was claimed that he was 
a victim of mine owners' conspiracy. 
Pinkertonlsm and tho mine owners 
were denounced for endeavoring to in- 
jure W. F. M.i through its officials. 



Occupants Caught in Deadly Fire 
Trap— Other Fires Around 
the City 



New York, July 29.— Eighteen per- 
sons aro dead and at least 15 aro se- 
riously injured as a result of a fire 
early today in a tenement liouse on 
Cliristio street. All of tho occupants 
of the houso were inside. There is 
no clow to the origin of the blaze. It 
was at first reported that the firo 
was probably the result of a bomb 
exploded in a neighboring store, but 
the police after a careful examination 
said there was no evidonco to sus- 
tain this theory or to show that tho 
lire was of incendiary origin. 

Several other fires occurred in and 
near tho city in the past 21 hours. 
Heavy financial loss resulted from the 
destruction of tho Long Beach hotel 
at Long Beach today, and the Steeple 
Chase park and other property at 
Coney Island yesterday. In addllon, 
tho steamship Hamilton of the old 
Dominion lino came into port yes- 
terday with part of her hold ablaze. 
Tho Hamilton was at her dock before 
any of the passengers knew there was 
a fire on board. Tho flames were ex- 
tinguished after about $15,000 damage 
had been done. 



FEDERATION TO CELEBRATE. 

Demonstration in Denver on Occasion 
of Haywood's Roturn. 

Denver, Col., July 29.— Secretary- 
Treasurer Haywood's return to Den- 
ver will be made tho occasion of a 
great demonstration in the city by the 
Western Federation of Miners and 
other labor organizations. Tho date of 
his arrival is not yet announced, but 
he is expected by the last of the week. 
Arrangements are being made to run 
special trains from Crlpplo Creek and 
other places to bring members of the 
Federation and others to Denver to 
Join in tho celebration. It is an- 
nounced that ono feature of the cele- 
bration will be a parade of Federation 
members, the first In this city in three 
years. Telegrams of congratulation on 
the result of tho Boise trial wore re- 
ceived today at Federation headquart- 
ers from all parts of the country, and 
from abroad. Some of Haywood's 
union co-workers are proclaiming him 
to be the logical candidate for presi- 
dent on tho Socialist ticket, As can- 
didate for Governor of Colorado last 
year, when in prison in Idaho, he re- 
ceived I f!,33S votes.

No application for bail was made 
In the caso of George A. Pettlbone, 
tho third of tho alleged conspirators, 
but tho motion was made for a speedy 
trial, and his carfo was sot down for 
Tuesday, October 1.

It was said tonight that Pcttibono 
may be taken back to the Canyon 
county jail at Caldwell. The prison- 
ers were brought to Bolso six months 
ago on a change of venue from Can- 
yon to Ada county. 

Attorney Darrow, of Chicago, mado 
the formal application for Moyer's re- 
lease and objection was interposed by 
Senator Borah representing tho state. 
When It came to fixing the amount 
Senator Borah named J25.000 and 
"that Is reasonable" said Mr. Darrow. 
Judge Wood said ho would approve 
tho bond and would make it continu- 
ous so Moyer could remain at liisf 
homo In Colorado until wanted. 

WORK OF TERRORISTS. 

Attempt to Wreck Train on Which 
Grand Duke Was Travelling. 

St. Petersburg, July 29. — Ono of the 
Incidents that occur frequently while 
members of tho imperial family aro 
travelling happened today while Grand 
Duke Peter Nichol'alevltch, cousin of 
the Emperor, and ono of tho leaders of 
the reactionary group at court, was 
en route to St. Petersburg from Petor- 
bolf. As the train was within ten 
miles of St. Petersburg .a petard which 
had been placed on the rail exploded. 
The force of the explosion, however, 
was not great enougli to derail the 
train, and no one was hurt. A short 
distance outside of St. Petersburg, on 
April 10th last, an attempt was made 
on the life of Grand Duke Nicholas 
and Peter Nlcholalevltch, who were re- 
turning from Tsarskoo Solo by train. 
A fusllade of shots stopped the train, 
but no one was injured. Another at- 
tempt on tho life of tho Grand Duke 
Nicholas was made on February 27th, 
when a workman was found preparing 
an Infernal machine to blow up the 
train on which the Grand Duke was 
travelling. 



NINE LIVES LOST. 

Burning of Old Passenger Steamer on 
Cayuga Lake. 

Auburn, N. Y„ July 29.— Tho 
steamboat Frontenac was burned and 
beached opposito Farley's point at 
Lako Cayuga on Saturday and nine 
lives were lost. The victims woro all 
women and children passengers, and 
all were drowned. Several other pas- 
sengers were severely burned before 
tho boat could bo beached. She lies 
burned and blackened in seven feet of 
water.

Tho steamer, an old side-wheeler, 
double-deck craft, which has plied be- 
twoon Ithaca and Cayuga on Lako 
Cayuga for twenty-five years, loft tho 
former place Saturday morning, car- 
rying fifty passengers and a crew of 
twelve. In midlake fire broko out In 
the engine room and fanned by tho 
stiff northeast wind, spread quickly to 
tho afterward section of tho vessel. 
The crew of twelve men behaved 
splendidly, fighting the flames at first, 
but, seeing that nothing could bo 
saved, turned all their attention to tho 
passengers. Life preservers were put 
on evoryono that could bo found In 
tho brief time, but in spite of their ef-. 
forts nine perished. 

Captain Brown directed tho work 
of tho crew and was the last to leavo 
tho burning boat. In strong contrast 
to tho bravery of tho crew was tho 
panic — and in. some Instances coward- 
Ice — of many of tho men among tho 
passengers. In their efforts to savo 
themselves they seriously Impeded tho 
work of the crew.

Expert Adams has been written by 
the Mayor to hold himself in readiness 
to como here on receipt of a. telegram 
if required, to give further and final 
advice to the city council on the best 
method of developing Victoria's water 
supply shouid the council think they 
need his services after receiving the 
judgment of the privy council in the 
Esqulmalt Waterworks Company case. 

Such was the announcement with 
which 1he Mayor prefaced yesterday 
evening's council meeting-, and apart 
from this and the election of L. E- 
Gower as dog tax collector, a pro- 
ceeding which consumed three-quarters 
of an hour and eleven ballots, the 
session was devoted to routine and 
was quite devoid of features of special 
Interest. The city council, however, 
intend to keep busy this week. They 
assemble tonight as a select commit- 
tee to enquire Into the conduct and 
cause of the recent lire, on Wednesday 
evening they meet Informally in the 
committee room to consider action on 
the water question, as by that time 
the .judgment of the privy council will 
bo known, and on Thursday evening 
a special meeting of the council is to 
be held when the results of their 
lucubrations of the night before, will, 
presumably, be translated into legis- 
lation. 

A claim was received from Svvln- 
nerton & Oddy, who asked for $173.75 
damages for Injury done to a scow. 
The latter was referred to the city 
solicitor. 

The Victoria Realty Company wrote 
offering what they stated to bo an 
eligible site for a reservoir, but the 
letter was allowed to lie on the table 
pending the consideration of the water 
question. 

Mr. and Mrs. H. .T. Hamilton asked 
for an extension of the side walk on 
upper Fort street. The request went 
to the streets, sewers and bridges com- 
mittee. 

D. H. Payne wrote a strong letter 
urging that a water pipe be laid so 
that water can be brought into Mr. 
Crockford's new house, which he has 
decided to erect at a cost of $10,000 
provided water can be obtained. On 
Aid. Henderson stating that only a 
short piece of pipe would be needed, 
the matter was referred to the water 
commissioner with power to act. 

J. A. Chapman wrote extending the 
option on some Cook street property 
to August 1st in accordance with the 
request of the council, and on motion 
of Aid. Verrinder the assessor was in- 
structed to make a list of all proper- 
ties that ■would be needed In that im- 
provement witli proper prices attached, 
so that the council may immediately 
proceed to acquire what Is needed. 

Fred. J. Holland and D. Nichols 
wrote asking for sewer facilities. 
Their requests were 'referred to the 
appropriate committee. 

The city assessor reported as fol- 
lows on an application to erect an iron 
awning on Broad street: 

To His Worship the Mayor and Board 

of Aldermen — 
Gentlemen — 

In response to yours of the 2nd hist., 
ru proposed erection ut' ;l permanent 
gate, Iron awning over the sidewalk on 
Broad street, on the now building which 
is now being erected on tile corner of 
Broad and Pandora street. I would re- 
spectfully report as follows: The archi- 
tect's letter did not give any particulars 
regarding what was required, so that [ 
asked for a sketch plan, which has been 
sent me. ami which I am forwarding 
to the council. What is asked for Is a 
permanent iron awning extending the 
whole length of the Broad street front, 
105 feet, and extending out from the 
wall 10 feet wide, the widtli of the side- 
walk, and 1 ;! feet high from the sidewalk 
to the cave of the awning. Now. I have 
no doubt this would be- a great conveni- 
ence for taking goo.ls In or out of the 
premises .but I am of the opinion that 
there should be a defined district where 
such awnings should be allowed, if al- 
lowed at all. If thev are allowed to 
be built all over the tire limits. I think 
It would disfigure the streets, and also 
make it very awkward to get on the 
roofs in case of (ire. Clause :in of the 
streets by-law says: "No projection 
shall be permitted into or over any 
street without the consent of the council 
first had and obtained " In my opinion 
if confined to the wholesale houses/I see 
no objection, but ir it should become 
general I could not recommend it.

Haywood thank- 
ed each one of the jurors in turn and 
told them If they ever came to Denver 
there would be n warm reception for 
them at the Haywood home. 

F. F. Richardson, counsel for the de- 
fence said: "We have had a fair trial. 
Idaho may indeed bo proud of her- 
self." 

London, July 29. — Commenting on 
the result of the trial of Haywood, the 
Chronicle today says: "The state of 
society revealed by the trial' is more 
terrible than any civil war, because it 
is more treacherous, and is likely 
more lasting. From beginning to end 
it reveals n condition of brutal rapac- 
ity confronted with savage despairing 
violence, a condition that gives Am- 
erica's civilization a very dubious 
look." 

The editorial' refers to President 
Roosevelt's "undesirable citizen" 
statement. The Chronicle predicts that 
it will cost him dear. 

Chicago, July 29. — The national sec- 
retary of the Socialist party, J. M. 
Barnes, has sent this telegram to Wm. 
D. Haywood: "Greeting and congra^ 
tulatlons. Your vindication brings in- 
expressible joy to your comrades , and 
fellow.- workers everywhere. The ver- 
dicl is a complete rout for the con- 
spirators and signal victory for the 
working classes. Greetings to your 
companions, the 'undesirable citizens,' 
— Moyer and Pettibone."

Dr. A. G. Doughty, C. M. G„ has re- 
turned from a visit to England and 
France, where he was called by Hie 
need for replacing the 'late M. Tantet, 
Who for seine time was In charge of 
the work In Paris, says the Ottawa 
Free Press. The ta.sk of obtaining a 
successor lias been solved by a rear- 
rangement. Mr, H. P. Biggar lias 
been made European representative of 
the Canadian Archives; his headquar- 
ters probably will he In England, but 
h i will visit Paris and other centres 
from time to time.

Hot Springs, X. C, July 23.— Unit- 
ed States Senator Edmund Winston 
Pettlts of Alabama died hero on Sat- 
urday nlghri. The senator was 86 
years old and. without apparently be- 
ing seriously ill, succumbed simply to 
old age. He lapsed into unconscious- 
ness at breakfast on Saturday and 
never recovered. 

Senator Pettus was horn in Lime- 
stono county, Alabama, July 6, 1821.

In the Mexican war ho served as a 
lieutenant, anil in the struggle be- 
tween the. states rose to a brigadier 
general's rank In tho Confederate 
army. 

He was a "forty-niner," too, cross- 
ing the plains 011 horseback with a 
party of his Alabama neighbors and 
returning In 185.1, He married Mary 
Z. Chapman June 27, 18,44; and was 
eleeied to tho senate the lint time 
in 1S07.

Vancouver, July 23. — Miss Harvey, 
sister of W. G. Harvey caught a big 
trout In Capilano yesterday under re- 
markable circumstances. She was 
standing near the edge of tho dam 
when she noticed a big fish rush up 
on the. apron in an endeavor to leap 
into tho pool above. Tho farthor up 
tho apron tho fish went the more shal- 
low boeamo tho water. There was not 
room enough In the grove between tho 
logs for tho fish to turn around. Miss 
Harvey went fishing for a rod or lino. 
Sho pinched Mr. Fish In a convenient 
spot aft of the gills, and a, moment 
later had him ashore. Ho weighed 
between fifteen and sixteen pounds, 
and was thrco foot In length. 



A fifth unsuccessful attempt to se- 
cure the roleaso of Peter Hansen, 
sentenced to one year for the theft 
of tho sum of, $4.50 from the Royal 
Arms restaurant, was made by his 
counsel, J. A. Alkmari, yesterday on 
an application for a writ of habeas 
corpus made before Mr. Justice Ir- 
ving in chambers It was tho second 
application of the" kind and his lord- 
ship declined to grant it, claiming that 
It was, not within his jurisdiction. 

During tho hearing of the applica- 
tion Mr. Aikman read considerable 
correspondence connected With the re 
fu'sal of Mr, Justice Martin to attend 
tho sitting of the supremo court in 
Wane called by Chief Justice Hunter 
for July 22. Mr. Aikman asserted 
that liis only remedy now, in view of 
tho action of Mr. Justice Martin, was 
to petition the minister of justice for 
executive clemency in the case. 

Mr. Aikman announced that he had, 
upon finding his appeal against Mag- 
istrate Hall's' refusal to reserve the 
Hansen case upon a point of law was 
delaved by Mr. Justice Martin's ac- 
tion in refusing to attend court, sent 
the following wire to the Minister 
of Justice, notifying him of Mr. 
Justice Martin's action. He had fol- 
lowed this wire with a letter and had 
sent copies of this letter to Mr. Jus- 
tice Martin, the attorney-general of 
tho province, and Chief Jushtico Hun- 
ter. The correspondence was then 
read in court. The letter with which 
Mr. Aikman supplemented the wire to 
the minister of justice in full was as 
follows: 

"The Honorable the Minister of Jus 
tlce, Ottawa: 

"Sir — I today wired you herein as 
follows, 'Rex against Hansen appeal 
court set 'this day at eleven, adjourned 
till two, then sine die owing to .Judge 
Martin's refusal to make up quorum 
because Chief Justice refused to no- 
tify him in writing, although verbal 
notice was given by Chief Justice. 
Hansen in jail; no other remedy. 
Wire Judge Martin to sit.' 

"J. A. AIKMAN, 
"Counsel for I lansen." 
which I now beg to confirm, and also 
to complain of the action of Mr. Jus- 
tice Martin In refusing to sit upon 
tho case in the court of appeal sim- 
ply because the Chief Justice sends 
word to him through the registrar of 
tho court instead of formally noti- 
fying him in person or in writing of 
such sitting. 

"The assizes are now sitting In Van- 
couver and Mr. Justice Clement is 
busy attending them; Mr. Justice 
Morrison is absent in the east, and 
there aro only three judges available 
hero for appeal work, and simply bc- 
causo Mr. Justice Martin has a bug 
in. his ear us to what he is entitled 
to in the way of a notification a.s to 
tho sitting of tho court of appeal, per- 
sons deprived of their liberty are to 
bo kept in durance vile until Mr. Jus- 
tice Martin ha3 the question decided 
as to whether ho Is entitled to be no- 
tified by tho Chief Justice in writing, 
or by the Chief Justice in person, and 
not whether an accused is entitled to 
bo released or otherwise. 

"It does not seem to mo that such 
quibbling on the part of a judge is 
beneath the dignity of a person hold- 
ing an oflice which ordinarily Is en- 
titled to tho respect of tho whole 
community, consequently I trust that 
you will seo your way clear to bring 
Mr. Justico Martin to his senses. 

"I am sending a cony of this let- 
ter to tho Chief Justice and Mr. Jus- 
tico Martin. 

"JAMES A. AIKMAN, 
"Counsel for Hansen. 

"Victoria, July 22nd, 1907." 

Mr. Aikman received from tho oflice 
of tho Minister of Justice a telegram 
In reply to his wire, saying that it 
was not within the province of justice 
to give directions to Judges in such 
matters. Upon receipt of tills wire, 
Mr. Aikman again communicated with 
the oflice of the Minister of Justice, 
his letter being as follows: 
"Tho Honorable, the Minister of Jus- 
tice, Ottawa: 

"Sir: — I am in receipt of your tele- 
gram and duplicate of yesterday's 
date in which you say: 'Not within 
province of justice to give directions 
to judges in such matter,' and in reply 
thereto I bog to take issue with you 
in the matter and point out that un- 
der the Revised Statutes of Canada, 
chapter 21, section -1, sub-section (bi 
and (o) and section 5 sub-section (a) 
you havo full power to prevent tho 
maladministration of justice in any 
province of tho Dominion of Canada, 
and if there is no wrong done my cli- 
ent In Judge Martin's refusal to sit 
in the court of appeal on the grounds 
referred to in my letter to you of tho 
22nd instant, then there is no fur- 
ther uso for mo to complain, but I re- 
spectfully submit that where tho lib- 
erty of the subject is concerned there 
should lie no such petty bickering 
carried on between the judges of the 
highest court In the province, as lias 
been in tills case, and, therefore, I 
again urge you to consider tho matter 
carefully and call Mr. Justico Mar- 
tin's attention to the fact that lie is 
not an absolute monarch in any sense 
of tho word, but that lie Is a. judge 
paid by the peoplo to perform the high 
duties of his office lnftsuch manner as 
the law directs. 

"I am calling tho attention of the 
Attorney-General of this Province to 
tho matter by letter of oven date 
herewith. .1. A. AIKMAN, 

"Counsel for Hansen. 
Victoria, July 24th, 1007." 

Justico Martin did not nppenr on 
the day set for the trial and the in- 
cident was recorded In the press. 
Upon reading the newspaper accounts, 
Mr. Justice Martin had adresscd tho 
following letter to him: 

"I seo by tonight's paper that to- 
day the Chief Justice referred to cer- 
tain correspondence between us on the 
subject of this appeal, but the con- 
tents and result, thereof aro incorrect- 
ly stated. In such very unusual cir- 
cumstances tho counsel concerned aro 
entitled to, and should see for them- 
selves, said correspondence, so that 
they may bo fully advised In the prem- 
ises and not mislead, and consequently 
and for that purpose I shall he at the 
law courts at 12 o'clock tomorrow 
(Tuesday for the purpose of showing 
It to you and the other counsel con- 
cerned (Mr. Moresby), to whom I am 
writing to this effect. 

'I beg to Acknowledge receipt of 
your letter of today. 

"ARCHER MARTIN" 



"J. A.' Aikman, Barrister-at-Law, 
Victoria, B. C." 

In reply to the foregoing communica- 
tion, Mr. Aikinan said ho sent tho fol- 
lowing letter to Mr. Justico Martin: 
"Tho Hon. Mr. Justico Martin, Vic- 
toria, B. C, 

"Sir — I did not receive your letter of 
the 22nd Instant until six o'clock yes- 
terday evening, and of course could 
not attend your chambers at the time 
set by you. However, I do not think 
it is any concern of mine what the dif- 
ferences between yourself and the Hon. 
the Chief Justice may be, as that is 
a matter entirely between yourselves, 
but where my client's interests are left 
in mld-iui- awaiting tho result of a 
question of whether you are entitled to 
notice in writing from the Hon. the 
Chief Justice or personal notice, and 
whether verbal notice from tho regis- 
trar of the court to you of the sitting 
of tho Court of Appeal is sufficient, is 
more than I, as a member of the bar 
of British Columbia, will stand if there 
is any remedy for what I consider such 
an Injustice to litigants. If you desire 
to show mo the correspondence that 
has passed between yourself and the 
Hon. the Chief Justice In tho matter 
of the sitting of the full court I shall 
be happy to attend at such time and 
place as you may name, but I want It 
plainly understood that I will do so 
only out of courtesy to the high office 
that you hold, and not that I consider 
there is any right In your refusal to 
sil. on the Court of Appeal for want of 
notice. , „ ..,

"Victoria, July 24th„ 1907." 

When ho had finished with the read- 
ing of the foregoing documents, Mr. 
Aikman said that because of the fact 
that the Court of Appeals was unable 
to hear his application through Mr. 
Justice Martin's failure to attend, , ho 
had been driven to again making an 
application for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus. It was quite contrary to justice 
In his opinion to have a man detained 
In Jail through such a legal quibble 
and quoted at length authorities on 
habeas corpus, in conclusion ho said: 

The action of Mr. Justico Martin 
in refusing to sit on tills appeal was 
without lawful justification or excuse. 
As long as the accused person lias a 
right of appeal, lie has a right to be 
heard, and if through tho caprleious- 
ness of a judge he Is denied the right 
of appeal and his right to be heard, 
then he is entitled to his liberty 
under a writ of habeas corpus. 

It Is just such actions as, that of 
Mr. Justice Martin in this case which 
ill-ought about, the passage of the 
Habeas Corpus Act, and pro- 
duced the present high state 
of the law as to the liberty of the 
subject in England and throughout 
her colonies. History shows us that In 
times past, for arbitrary actions con- 
cerning the personal liberty of the 
subject, even royalty has been called 
to account and made to step down and 
out, and in view of the high hand with 
which Mr. Justice Martin has been 
carrying things, it Is time now for 
some one in power to stop in and ex- 
plain In plain terms what the actual 
position' of Mr. Justice Martin is and 
what his real duties are: 

Mr. Aikman proceeded to argue that 
there was' no evidence submitted to 
show that Hansen stole any money 
from the restaurant or that any money 
was taken, but his arguments were In- 
effective with Mr. Justice Irving who 
ruled that he had no power to grant 
the writ. i i ■-. p-jci 

W. Moresby for the- crown cited 
authorities to sh'oVv that the magis- 
trate's decision could not be. up- 
set. 

Mr. Aikman said that he objected 
to the action of .Magistrate Hall In 
filing the evidence taken at the police 
..court 'trial of Hansen and then a 
month later swearing that evidence 
had been left out of the stenographer's 
reports. He- stated tha-t he Intended 
to apply to the minister of justice for 
executive clemency, having exhausted 
all tho common legal remedies to se- 
cure the liberty of his client.

From these figures It will be seen 
that whllo Groat Britain lias only 05 
battleships built and building, France 
and Germany combined have 81 bat- 
tleships. This preponderance over 
British ships is serious, but not so 
overwhelming as would appear from 
the table. In the llrst place, tho re- 
turn of British ships does not go be- 
yond tho ships being built under the 
1900-7 programme — the two Lord Nel- 
sons and the three Dreadnoughts, 
which are shortly to bo launched. No 
mention is made of the two (or three) 
Dreadnoughts to be laid down under 
the 1907-8 programme. 

On the other hand, the French re- 
turns Include the lena, which was bad- 
ly damaged by the explosion In the 
magazine, the Neptune, which will 
probably be condemned, and six ships 
ordered to be laid down in 190G and 
on which work has been begun, al- 
though it is uncertain if all tho keels 
have boon actually laid. Tho German 
returns of ships building include the 
Ersatz Sachsen (of the Dreadnoughts 
type), which lias been begun; her sis- 
ter ship, the Ersatz Bayern, which was 
"to be laid down about April, 1907," 
and two other Dreadnoughts of the 
1907-8 programme. But even if the 
eight French ships referred to and the 
two German Dreadnoughts, which have 
not yet been begun, are excluded, 
Great Britain still shows an inferior- 
ity in point of numbers, the actual 
figures for battleships built and build- 
ing being: 

Great Britain 65 

Germany 3S 

France 33 — 71 

As a matter of fact, however, the 
return is misleading, inasmuch as It 
fails to distinguish between effective 
and non-effoctlvc vessels. For In- 
stance ,of the 00 battleships built, five' 
— tho Anson, Cainperdown, Benbow, 
Iipwo.'.aiul Rodney — are not kept in 
readiness for war, because, as the Sec- 
retary to the Admiralty explained in 
tho Houso of Commons last Novem- 
ber, they are to be removed to the 
sale list this year. 

Then five of tho Royal Sovereigns 
Included in the list aro laid up with 
skeleton crews, and are destined to be 
removed from the list of ships fit for 
service. The other three are used 
for training ' purposes.'* The Renown 
has been turned into 'a royal yacht 
and is laid v up, and tho Edinburgh, 
Thunderer and Devastation — all of 
them included in the list — are also laid 
ulp. There are other useless ships 
mentioned in tho list, tho total num- 
ber being 21. Thus the effective bat- 
tleships built number only 39, instead 
of GO. In regard to gun power tho 
German Dreadnoughts will be more 
powerful than the British.

The British cruisers include the 
three Invincibles, which are of the 
Dreadnought type, and have recently 
been launched.

But 
here again the return is misleading, ;;j 
no fewer than fifteen cruisers are 
worthless for war purposes. Indeed, 
tho secretary to tho Admiralty has 
himself admitted that they were 
"available for subsidiary services, 
hulks and vessels for sale."

After some days'- weighing had boon 
done by tho prisoner it was discovered, 
when some of the gold which ho had 
weighed had been negotiated with an- 
other bank, and although tho weight 
of the bags containing tho half- 
sovereigns was precisely accurate, a 
number of halfpennies had been sub- 
stituted for half-sovereigns; and this 
resulted in a loss to the banks of 
X 1,080 in gold. 

Prisoner had applied for leave of 
absence from work shortly after 
weighing the gold, and it was during 
ills absence tho discovery was made. 
Tho reason he gave for requiring leave 
was ill-health. It was next found be 
had disappeared and his houso was 
searched and a largo amount of gold 
was found. In tracing the where- 
abouts of tho prisoner some difficulty 
had been experienced, but it was final- 
ly discovered he was in Canada. He 
communicated with the Bank of Eng- 
land, with some tradesmen and land- 
lords, and after considerable difficulty 
was brought to England under the 
Fugitive Offenders Act. The circum- 
stances were of such a character that 
it was obvious that it must have re- 
quired at least some degree of pre- 
meditation. That must bo supposed. 
There must havo been an exact calcu- 
lation, so far as the weight of the dif- 
ferent coins were concerned, before the 
precise number of coppers could be 
substituted. 

Prisoner's counsel made an eloquent 
plea for prisoner, stating that ho had 
borne a good character for twenty 
years while in the service of the bank. 
He was a married man, the father of 
five children, and had a niece whom he 
had adopted into his family. When 
the offence was committed he had a 
salary of £335 pounds a year. Ho was 
not a gambler and there was no sus- 
picion he was jiving above his means* 
Counsel put in Anderson's explanation. 
Ho understood that some time previous 
to the committal of the offence, on 
July 20 last, Anderson had had somo 
disagreement with the manager be- 
causo amongst his gold a new penny 
was found. He was compelled to make 
it good. 

On the morning of the day of the 
crime he purchased £5 worth of half- 
pennies,' and therefore to that extent 
it was premeditated. He said ho had 
a mad impulse, and his crime was 
committed in a fit of anger. 

The judge In, passing sentence said 
that prisoner was in a position of very 
great trust. What he had done might 
not have been long premeditated, as 
his consul had said, but It must have 
been premeditated to a certain extent. 
It was a serious breach of the trust 
and confidence reposed in him. Ho 
would give full consideration to coun- 
sel's plea, but could not pass a less 
sentence than three years penal servi- 
tude. 

Tho prisoner was arrested near Do- 
minion City, Manitoba, by Chief El- 
liott, after being hunted for all ovsr 
tho world by detectives. He was ex- 
tradited on an order of Mr. Justice 
Mathers, Messrs. Tupper, Gait and 
Minty acting for tho Bank of Eng- 
land.

ANDERSON GETS THREE YEARS 

Man Charged with Robbing Bank of 
England Sent to Penitentiary 

On Friday, July 5, at Manchester, 
England, Henry Douglas Anderson 
was brought up In custody before Mr. 
Justice Channel, on a charge of steal- 
ing £l,0SO from the Bank of England, 
Manchester branch. The accused 
pleaded guilty to the charge. F. E. 
Smith, M. P., appeared to prosecute 
and tho accused was represented by 
Mr. Rhodes. 

Mr. Smith stated that the 'prisoner 
had pleaded guilty to offenses under 
separate sections of the Larceny Act, 
which involved the theft of £ 1,080 
Prisoner had been employed by . tho 
bank for upwards of twenty years, and 
the opportunity for theft arose in the 
following way. At the closo of busi- 
ness each day the gold of tho bank 
was made up Into bags of £1,000 
each, and these wore placed in tho 
treasury after being checked. They re- 
mained there until weighed.. It was 
tho custom for the weighoing to bo 
done by the senior unattached clerk 
of tho day. The gold was taken from 
the treasury to bo weighed and was 
given to tho clerk on duty, Tho weigh- 
ing was done in a room specially al- 
lotted for tho purpose, into which no 
ono but- the cleric was allowed to go. 



A SUIT OVER CORPSE. 

Executor of Late James Boddy Seeks 
to Recover Remains of Deceased. 



Montreal, July 29. — An application 
for mandamus to compel the Mount 
Royal Cemetery to deliver tho body 
of a man named James Boddy, was 
the extraordinary litigation over 
which Judge Teller was called upon 
to adjudicate Saturday afternoon at 
the Practice court. The petitioner is 
Arthur Valin, manufacturer, who Is 
acting In his capacity of legal execu- 
tor to the deceased. Mr. James Bod- 
dy .died on January 29 last. By a will 
dated March 17, of tho year previous, 
lie left part of his movable pro- 
perty to his two daughters and to 
Arthur Valin, his legal executor, in- 
stituting James NewtOn Boddy, •'. his 
son, his residuary legatee. Among 
tho arrangements for the funeral 
mentioned in the will, was the stipu- 
lation that the testator was to bo 
burled in a "sunny spot" of Mount 
Royal cemetery. Mr. Boddy having 
died in the winter time, his body was 
placed in the charncl house, but when 
the legal executor came to bury it 
last spring, tho coflin was no longer 
there. It is stated that the body was 
surrendered to Mr. Boddy's son, who 
took it to the United States for burial. 
Mr. Valin is now trying to get the 
court to compel tho Mount Royal 
cemetery to deliver the body to him 
for burial, according to the testator's 
wish. Through his attorney, Mr. A. 
W. Grenier, ho pleaded that tho com- 
pany had agreed to notify him of the 
burial time, that he has chosen the 
"sunny spot" wanted by the deceased, 
but that Mi. Boddy's body is not avail- 
able, and that despite tho protest 
which ho caused to be ser'ved on the 
respondent in Juno last, tho Mount 
Royal cemetery had been unable to 
produce the corpse. Mr. A. W. P. 
Buchanan, of tho firm of White & 
Buchanan, appeared on behalf of the 
Mount Royal cemetery and pleaded 
that the proceedings instituted by the 
petitioner wore irregular and Illegal. 
Counsel stated that the Mount Royal 
cemetery was no longer In possession 
of tho body, having delivered it In 
February last to the son of the de- 
ceased, Mr. James Newton Boddy, up- 
on tho production of a written order. 
This being tho case, Mr. Buchanan 
held that a party could not be ordered 
to produce what he did not possess, 
and consequently asked that the ap- 
plication for mandamus bo dismiss- 
ed. Judgo Tollier took tho caso en 
dellbere. , • '

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FIRE LIMITS 

We are informed that pressure is 
being brought to bear upon the City 
Council to prevent the extension of 
the fire limits, and also that permis- 
■sion will be asked to rebuild the Cliat- 
'ham Street cribs. Against these things 
alio Colonist wishes to outer a protest. 
Surely one experience Is enough in 
respect to the danger of permitting 
fire-traps to be bulilt in the heart of 
the city. It will be outrageous if, for 
the sake of accommodating a few peo- 
ple structures are allowed to be erect- 
ed, which will prove a standing men- 
ace to the whole community. It would 
possibly' have been difficult to justify 
■the destruction of some of the buitld- 
Ings in the area west of Douglas 
Street, but it is possible to prevent 
any wooden buildings from going up 
there. In respect to the cabins, it 
will bo an infamous thing if these are 
allowed to be rebuilt. When they 
were built a few years ago, it was ex- 
pressly stated that they were not to 
be used for immoral purposes, but the 
promise was soon forgotten. We sup- 
pose that some evils must be tolerated, 
but that Is no reason why they should 
be thrust under the noses of the re- 
spectable public on one of the princi- 
pal throughfares of the city. The Es- 
quimau car line passes close to the 
site of those cabins, and we repeat 
that it will be an infamous thing it' the 
city authorities permit them to be re- 
built. All the people in Victoria West 
and in a large section this side of the 
Arm are interested. In preventing a 
repetition of this outrage. 

FIRE SUFFERERS 

Several complaints have reached the 
Colonist concerning the action of the 
Mayor in stopping the coklection of 
money and other things for the relief 
of those sufferers from the fire, who 
were left without anything. There 
were a number of persons, who really 
r.eeded assistance. On the other hand 
there were hundreds of citizens who 
stood ready to give anything that was 
needed. Not only did the Mayor take 
steps to dam up the stream of bene- 
volence, but persons went to him 
saying that they were humiliated by 
what he said. We regret this very 
much, and hundreds of citizens will 
join with us in such regret. There 
was not the least necessity for any one 
to suffer for lack of food, cilothing, 
or shelter, because of the fire. There 
would have been money and to spare 
forthcoming, if it had not been for 
the action of the Mayor. That gentle- 
man took occasion on the morning 
after the fire, and when he saw that 
money was being sent into the Colo- 
nist, to ring the office Uy <m<l ask 
that we should not pay out any that 
we received, for he said he intended 
to pay everything nut of the city 
funds. Foolishly enough we acted upon 
his suggestion, and the result is that 
many kindly disposed people were de- 
prived of the opportunity of assist- 
ing their neighbors, and many deserv- 
ing persons were obliged to get along 
without the assistance which would 
have been theirs for the asking. 

SIR WILFRID LAURIER. 

Very naturally the utterances of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurler since his return 
from England have been watched 
with a great deal of interest. What 
ho might have to say concerning the 
Imperial Conference, or even what lie 
might statu in regard to hie "All- 
Bed" project, Wen- of minor interest 
compared with what he had to tell 
about himself. In his Quebec speech 
ho spoke of himself as an old man. 
Ho is not old as public men go. He 
is only sixty-six years of age, or sev- 
en years the junior of Sir Richard 
Cartwright, and only seven years the 
senior of Mr. Balfour, who is looked 
upon as one of the younger school of 
British public men. He is junior of 
Sir II. Campbell-Bannerman by live 
years, and also of Mr. Chamberlain 
by the same period. There are 
scores of men, active in political and 
business life, men in the very front 
rank who are much Sir Wilfrid's se- 
niors. Therefore when lie Speaks of 
himself as old, one may be justi- 
fied in thinking that he contemplates 
retirement. The Colonist has for some 
time thought it not unlikely that he 
would retire after another election. 
Some months ago It expressed the 
view that a general election would lie 
held next year, after which, if the 
Liberals \vere returned by a good ma- 
jority, ho would hand the reins of 
power to Mr. Fielding, seeking such 
retirement as would be in keeping 
witli his career. Our Lilberal con- 
temporaries in this provlnco flatly 
contradicted this suggestion, and one 
of them said it was "ghoulish," but 
jevents Jiavo 3hown that there are 
things much more unlikely. It is not 
improbable that Sir Wilfred "may bo 
growing weary of the unpleasantnesses 
of political life. The proceedings of 
the Houso of Commons during the last 
two sessions have been of a charac- 
ter not calculated to cause him to de- 



sire the leadership of that body any 
longer than is absolutely necessary in 
order that ho may carry out the plans 
upon which ho has entered and tho 
welfare of his political party, of 
which lie is tho head, may be con- 
served. Ills Quebec speech _ very 
clearly intimated tho early approach 
of an election. Mr. Borden has said 
that ho lias his promise .that there 
will bo a session before a dissolution, 
but wo notice that the Montreal Star 
does not seem to accept this as au- 
thoritative, for it calls upon Mr. Bor- 
den to make a public announcement 
on tho subject. We incllno to the 
belief that there will be no election 
this year. 

Ono of the things which will have 
to recelvo Sir Wilfrid's attention Im- 
mediately will be tho reorganization 
of the Cabinet. Tho portfolio of 
Railways* and Public Works must be 
tilled. Ho will not feel like meeting 
parliament witli two such positions 
vacant. Mr, Sutherland, the present 
speaker, Is said to be - 'slated for 
Public Works and the name of 
Mr. Pugsley is mentioned in connec- 
tion with the-railway department. As 
Mr. Pugsley is understood to be 
ready to take anything that is not 
nailed down, we mean of course legi- 
timately, and as the Railway De- 
partment is a eery choice place for^an 
ambitious man, which Mr. Pugsley Is, 
and also as tho department has of re- 
cent years seemed to be assigned as 
a matter of course to a man from the 
Eastern Province, we shall not be sur- 
prised if he Is given the place, es- 
pecially as he is to run in St. John, 
and it Is of some importance to the 
Liberals for them to carry that con- 
stituency. The trouble given by the 
former occupants of tho vacant po- 
sitions must have been exceedingly 
Irksome to Sir Wilfrid, and if lie sees 
much of that sort of thing ahead of 
him, there will bo small wonder 
that he speaks of political matters in 
a tone of weariness. The Montreal 
Gazette says: 

"There is little in Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier's two speeches since his return 
home to indicate what course ho will 
take in connection with the reorgani- 
zation of the Cabinet which events 
have made necessary. At Montreal 
lie said only What was litting in reply 
to the welcome of tho 'civic represen- 
tatives. At Quebec ho spoke to his 
old constituents, who have kept him 
as their representative in Parliament 
for nearly thirty years now. There 
was in his remarks a tone of sadness 
that his age and seeming health 
hardly justify. He almost intimated 
that his next appeal for their suf- 
frages would be his last. He dwelt on 
what lie had clone for their city. He 
iiad secured for them a government 
loan of nearly seven million dollars 
for a bridge in which they themselves 
would only invest $100,000, and part 
of that under compulsion. lie spokn 
of the' Transcontinental Railway, 
Which is to use the bridge and cost 
the treasury more than a hundred 
million dolours, and intimated that 
when that work was completed he 
would imitate the devout Simeon, and 
say, let now thy servant depart in 
peace. This may meet the views of 
some in Quebec, where politics accu- 
mulate and trade does not grow, and 
where the power to get appropriations 
Is too much the measure of a parlia- 
mentarian's usefulness. It Will 'not, 
however, bring much cheer to the par- 
ty in other parts of the country. It 
suggests that the Prime Minister Is 
somewhat weary of the work that has 
been put upon him, and which some 
lato events within his own party, and 
affecting those he had trusted, have 
made heavier than it should be. Per- 
haps when he gets to Ottawa he will 
develop more he-art for his task. If he 
does not, ithal next appeal, when- 
ever It is made, will be- like inviting 
defeat. There is a time to mourn, 
but it is not When the general Is 
forming his soldiers for the light." 

On the subject of Cabinet construc- 
tion the Montreal Star says: Now 
that Sir Wilfrid is back In the coun- 
try, human curiosity compels most of 
us — even in this holiday season — to 
conjecture what he is likely to do by 
way of patching up his badly battered 
Cabinet. Whether lie intends to fac<- 
a session of Parliament or an elec- 
tion, lie must fill up the gaps and at- 
tend to" the notoriously weak spots. 
Seldom in the political history of 
Canada lias a Dominion Cabinet been 
left for so long a time in such a 
thoroughly dismantled condition. 

Tile only effective fighting Minister 
east of Quebec is Mr. Fielding. The 
only fighting Minister — though not 
very effective — in the big province of 
Ontario is Mr. Aylesworth. Tho two 
large spending departments— Public 
Works, and Railways and Canals — are 
without an active Minister at their 
beads. It would be hard to imagine 
a. worse state of affairs if a Govern- 
ment is to be in existence at all. The 
Prime Minister is a public man of 
rare power; but lie does not pretend 
to concern himself about (lie adminis- 
tration of tin- departments in detail. 
The Finance Minister is a capable 
collector of surpluses; but his depart- 
ment is a very big job for any one 
man. Trade and Commerce is In the 
hands of an invalid. Justice is in tho 
hands of an injudicious Parliamen- 
tarian. The rest of the departments 
are at the mercy of mediocrity. 

Plainly, the very first task before 
tlie returning Premier is Cabinet re- 
construction. Nor is the task an 
easy one. m tin; Maritime Provinces, 
then- seem to be men ready to fill 
gaps; but It is by no means certain 
that 'those who are most ready will 
constitute a strength to the Govern- 
ment. In Ontario, Cabinet timber is 
so notoriously scarce that a "boom" 
has been engineered for a civil ser- 
vant whose chief recommendation is 
that lie may wear tho mantle of Mu- 
lock. Tlie very mention of Sir AVil- 
liam Mulock, who was not considered 
such a towering Minister when lie was 
in good health and in active service, 
but who would he welcomed as a. 
veritable ' God-send if ho would come- 
back now, Indicates how impoverished 
tho party soil in Ontario lias become. 



BETTER TERMS 

Resuming reference to the article 
which appeared simultaneously in the 
World and Times, wherein Mr. Mc- 
Brido's course was criticized, wo note 
that tho writer in discussing "better 
terms" makes a fundamental error. 
He proceeds on tho assumption UuU. 
British Columbia entered Confeder- 
ation under somo arrangement Willi 
the other Provinces, He doos not 



say ho; in fact he says quite the con- 
trary, but tlie conclusion which he 
draws from his correct 'statement of 
the case Is that tho Terms of Union 
ttre in tho nature of a partnership 
agreement with the other provinces, 
which Is incorrect, for they were 
concluded between the Dominion and 
British Columbia,' and the other pro- 
vinces wero not consulted. Neither 
have the provinces ever been consulted 
on any occasion, when the Dominion 
sought to meet a special claim for 
consideration advanced by any ono of 
them, until the case of British Colum- 
bia came to be considered. In Sir 
John Macdonald's time the grievances 
of a province were taken Up and 
adjusted with that province. The 
only occasion previous to tho advent 
of the Laurler ministry, when all the 
provinces met to consider a read- 
justment of the relation of all tho 
provinces to the Dominion was in 
1SS7. Before that time several of 
tho provinces had asked for special 
consideration and had received it. 

The writer of the article says that 
Mr. McBride stands oommitted to 
tlie words "'final and unalterable," 
I -anse they were in the resolution 
o. JSS7, 11)02 and 190G. The unfor- 
tunate part of this statement is that 
it Is not true. The words quoted 
were in the resolution of 1SS7, but 
they wore not in those passed in 1902 
or in those which Mr. McBride voted 
lor in TH06. In fact, St. Wilfrid Laurler 
especially directed the attention of 
tlie Conference, after Mr. McBride 
had withdrawn to the fact that these 
Wards had been left out of the reso- 
lutions of 1902 and 1906. The con- 
ference lias tlie resolutions of 1SS7 
before It, and Inasmuch as the Quot- 
ed words wero omitted from the re- 
solutions adopted, the inference is 
that they -were Intentionally omitted. 
Hence Mr. McBride, as the represen- 
tative of British Columbia, cannot be 
held to have bound either himself or 
tlie province to accept them. Hut 
oven If they were in tlie resolution 
for which Mr. .McBride voted, that 
resolution Contained no reference to 
tho special claims of British Co- 
lumbia. So far as the official re- 
cords show, and wo must all be 
bound by them, tlie words "final and 
unalterable" were not mentioned in 
the Conference of 1000 until after Mr. 
McBride had withdrawn and until 
after he had protested against the set- 
tlement that was being forced on tills 
province. To claim that a Premier 
and his province can be estopped 
by a decision against which they pro- 
tested and by words to which they 
wore not parties is not good law or 
equity. Under these circumstances, 
it is a matter of indifference what Mr. 
Foster, Mr. Bergeron or any one else 
may have said or left unsaid. 

The writer of tlie article is not 
more happy in his reference to the ob- 
jects of the Conference than he is in 
regard to the estoppel of Mr. McBride. 
He says that tlie Premiers met to set- 
tle their difficulties. This is incor- 
rect. They met to decide-*t>n a mat- 
ter common to them all. He says thai 
if it Is established that British Co- 
lumbia, lias a. right to go to Ottawa 
with a special case, all the other pro- 
vinces have the same right. To this 
we agree./ This is the point which 
Mr. McBride established by his mis- 
sion to London. 

The next point made in the article 
Is really only a repetition of that just 
referred to. It is that the relations of 
the provinces to the Dominion must 
be adjusted by them all. We find no 
difficulty in .accepting this as far as 
it relates to the claims which they 
have in common, but we point out 
that, in addition to tlie claim which 
it had in common witli all the other 
provinces, British Columbia had spe- 
cial claims, the existence of .which 
wero admitted by the Federal Premier 
and the premiers of all the other pro- 
vinces. Seeing that tlie exceptional na- 
ture of these claims, which wore not 
against the other provinces, but 
against the Dominion, has been ad- 
mitted, how can it lie contended that 
they could bo settled dually and un- 
alterably unless this province wero a 
party to such settlement'.' To ask 
such a question is to answer it. No 
sensible man, not blinded by partizan- 
ship, would for a moment contend 
that it could be so settled. If it is 
claimed that the province ought t" 
bo content with what was offered, a 
different point is raised, but 'we ob- 
serve that our Liberal friends are 
careful not to say that the province 
ought to have been content therewith. 

The article represents Mr. McBride 
as claiming that the province is "in 
dire straits." This can only be a de- 
liberate misstatement, because ho has 
not on any uccaslon done anything of 
the kind. By tlie wise management 
of the government, of which lie is tin- 
leader, the provlnco has been extri- 
cated from the financial straits into 
which it had drifted. Mr. McBride 
realjzes what the magnitude of tlie 
provincial development will be, and 
having secured a recognition from the 
highest authority in Canada that this 
development will entail exceptional 
charges upon tho government, he bus 
asked for a sum sufficient to meet 
those charges In some reasonable de- 
gree, The Liberals, if they are to be 
understood as accepting the position 
taken by tlie writer of the article, 
must hold that the sum of $100,000 a 
year for ten years is ample to meet, 
the admitted exceptional circumstan- 
ces .of a permanent nature, or else con- 
cede the justice of Mr. McBride's po- 
sition. They cannot expect to run 
with the hare and hunt with the 
hounds. Tf they support Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler in admitting that tho province 
has exceptional claims, they must say 
either that the proposed grant is suf- 
ficient or Insufficient. What Is their 
position - ; It is nearly time that it 
was defined

"from a Federal point of view the Do- 
minion Parliament has never done its 
duty to the province of Hr'tiish Co- 
lumbia." Wo quite agree with this 
statement.

Imperial Federation. 

Imperial federation is a term which is 
assumed by some of critics to imply nc- 
nessarlly an absence of home rule in 
many important respects on the part of 
its component members. Such a federa- 
tion Is probably Impossible between any 
English-speaking countries nowadays, 
or any other countries, of any language 
or kin. .Modern political allianc-.-s must 
now be effected, if at all with a mini- 
mum of interference with the self-gov- 
erning practices or ambitions of tin 
contracting parties. Bearing this in 
mind, there Is no particular reason Why 
political alliances and movements In tin 
future, even movements towards a fed- 
erated British emolre. should not eon- 
tlnue in the future ds in tlie past and 
present to be matters of expediency: nor 
why, if It seem on the <whole expedient, 
that the various parts of the present 
British empire should not come closer: 
together politically than now, even at 
the expense of some sacrifice on the pari 
of each member of autonomy In foreign 
relations.

Japanese Consul at Vancouver 
Resents Action of R. G. 
McPherson, M. P, 



NOB TAKEN FROM NEW COMERS 



Twenty-fivo Dollars Shown by Jap 
Immigrants on Landing Has Boon 
Collected From Them, 



Vancouver, B- C, Jui'y 29.— Interna- 
tional complications may result from 
the action of Mr, It. G. Macpherson, 
M. T., yesterday In compelling the 
Japanese consul to refund the $-5 and 
passports collected from the Japanese 
coolies as they were descending the 
gangplank of the .steamship Kumerlc. 
This is what Japanese Consul Mor- 
ikawa thinks about it, anyway. 

Mr. Morikawa staled on Saturday 
that he had decided to cable the facts 
to Toklo, and would also communi- 
cate with Consul-General Nossa at 
Ottawa. Ho still maintains that his 
proposition to collect the money from 
his countrymen was prompted by the 
most honorable motives. 

So it will now bo up to the diplo- 
mats to determine whether yesterday's 
episode constituted an unwarranted 
interference with the representative of 
a foreign power in the discharge of his 
otlicial duties. It was only by infer- 
ence that the Japanese consul hinted 
that lie had been badly treated. 

"I am sending a cable to Toklo 
stating all' the circumstances in con- 
nection withi the arrival o£ the Jap- 
anese from Honolulu," said Mr. Mor- 
ikawa. "The same facts will be com- 
municated by telegraph to Oonsul- 
General Nosse at Ottawa. It Is a lit- 
tle premature to predict that the re- 
lations between Japan and Great Bri- 
tain will be disturbed. I called on 
Mr. Macpherson, M. P., last night and 
found that ho had left town and would 
not return until next Monday. 

"I wish to reiterate In the most om- 
phalic way that I acted in what I con- 
sidered to bo in the best interest of 
my countrymen. Before they disem- 
barked I addressed them, suggesting 
that they were new to the way of this 
country, and It would bo better for 
them to hand over to me for safe- 
keepjng tho 525 each man had > In his 
possession. There was no compulsion 
used. I told . them that tho money 
would bo returned to them along with 
their passports as .soon as they had 
.secured employment. Not a dissent- 
ing voice was raised to my suggestion. 
I will not discuss Mr. Macphorson's 
•action, at least not at present. But I 
still maintain that I acted In the in- 
terests of justice and the welfare of 
my countrymen. 

"All this talk about my having an 
Interest In tho project for importing 
Japanese from Hawaii Is absolutely 
false," continued Mr. Morikawa with 
no little warmth. "If I had collected 
the money I would have hold it in 
trust, as I had arranged to identify 
every man by his passports. I have 
done everything in my power to pro- 
vent my pooplo coming hero from 
Honolulu. Once they enter Canada, 
it. is my duty to look after them, as 
they are Japanese subjects. Tho main 
object I had in view was to prevent 
them being fleeced on reaching here, 
My attitude throughout lias been sin- 
cere." 

Mr. Morikawa added that of the new 
arrivals about throe hundred and fifty 
have found lodgings In local Japanese 
boarding houses. The majority, how- 
over, went out to Steveston in special 
cars provided by the British Columbia 
Electric railway. It Is tho consul's 
Intention to visit them shortly- He 
was unaware. 1oday whether any of 
them had yet secured work. 

Most of It Was Secured. 
' The chase for the 330,000 in cash 
In the possession of the twelve hun- 
dred Japanese landed yesterday from 
tho steamer Kumerlc— the collection of 
which at tho gangplank of tho vessel 
was frustrated by Mr. R. G. Macpher- 
son, M. P- — was carried, and it is 
questionable if many of the immi- 
grants managed to keep the money. 

Just why tills money should have 
been so anxiously searched for and 
taken from tho newly-arrived Japan- 
ese who are suppseod by Br. Monro, 
Immigration oflicer, to own the cash is 
a matter of a great deal of conjec- 
ture. Those interested In collecting 
the cash at tho wharf yesterday after- 
noon explained that it was taken 
merely in order to prevent the Japan- 
ese from Honolulu being despoiled. 
Perhaps this Idea actuated those who 
made it their business to collect all 
they could of the cash last night. 

It has been denied that it was 
sought to collect this money in order 
that it might bo returned to people in 
Honolulu; it has aVso been denied that 
tho money was owned by others than 
the immigrants — by others who might 
be interested in having tho Japanese 
landed in Vancouver without trouble. 

Whatever the reason no time was 
lost in securing as much of the money 
as possible from the Japanese after 
they had left the wharf. Hundreds of 
the. immigrants were taken last night 
to tho Granvlllo street depot and load- 
ed on cars for transportation to 
Steveston, and at tho depot the new 
arrivals were seen to bo digging down 
and producing tho cash. What became 
of it is unknown. 

It is certain, however, that the whole 
$30,000 was not collected for the rea- 
son that a number of the Incoming 
Japanese were yesterday afternoon re- 
quired to pay duty at tho wharf on 
some of their goods, and tho money 
they gave consisted of tho hills they 
had been furnished with on hoard the 
Kumerlc on Thursday night. 

Money, Not Necessary 

In respect to this money Dr. Monro, 
immigration officer, stated yesterday 
afternoon that ho really had no right 
to exact tho production of ?25, or even 



$1 from tho immigrants — ha had mere- 
ly insisted on them having this money, 
although ho had no legal right to do 
so. lie admitted that his demand in 
this particular was in tho naturo of a 
"bluff" and Consul Morikawa heartily 
agreed with him. Possibly tho next 
Japancso to arrive will bo minus cash 
altogether. 

A noticeable featuro in connection 
with tho arrival of those Japanese, 
who are supposed to have been inha- 
bitants of Hawaii for some time, ia 
that many brought passports dated in 
Japan as late as May. Prom this, it 
would appear as though tho Japancso 
were really tourists who had just 
traveled from Japan to Vancouver via 
Hawaii In order that they might look 
upon the beauties of the land of Undo 
Sam vico Ltllokalahnl, resigned. Cer- 
tainly tho Japancso on the Kumerlc 
havo done some rapid traveling from 
their homes to Vancouver in a very 
round about way. 

To Appeal to Ottawa 
Local Liberals aro looking forwarJ 
with much interest to tho meeting 
which has been called for Tuesday 
evening. Tho purpose for which the 
meeting was called, in tho first place, 
was to consider what stops should be 
taken with regard to the vacancy cre- 
ated by tho elevation of Mr. Bowser 
to tho position of attorney-general. 
Tho question of Japanese immigration 
is, however, regarded as being of such 
transcendent importance to tho com- 
munity that it, too, will bo dealt with, 
and it is confidently anticipated that a 
resolution drafted In much stronger 
terms than that submitted at the meet- 
ing on Thursday night will lie passed 
on the question. 

Taken Up at Ottawa 
Ottawa, July 27.— Sir Wilfrid Lauri- 
er, Hon. Mr. Templeman and the Jap- 
anese consul had a discussion yester- 
day in tho premier's ollico on the ques- 
tion of Japancso immigration. News- 
paper reports and personal telegrams 
from British Columbia state that a 
very large immigration of Japanese Is 
now in progress and that thousands 
more aro expected at an early date. 

Consul Nosso explained that tho 
agreement between tho Japanese gov- 
ernment and. the Canadian government 
a few years ago was being strictly ob- 
served, and that there was no intention 
on the part or japan to depart from it. 
Before leaving their own country tho 
Japanese must procure passports from 
their government and tho Japancso 
government agreed that not more than 
ono passport per month for each dis- 
trict would bo issued to its citizens 
who dosirod to come to Canada. As 
there are about forty districts that 
would permit five hundred a year to 
come to Canada direct from Japan, 
which number has never been reach- 
ed 

That agreement is still in force. Tho 
Japancso arriving in British Columbia 
are from Honolulu, American terr - 
torv. and over thorn Japanese consuls 
can exercise no official authority. They 
can however, do a great deal in dis- 
suading their people from leaving tho 
Hawaiian islands, and this will be done 
Many of those who have already ar- 
rived havo gone ot tho United States 
and some of those now on tho way 
are destined for tho railways. a ho 
whole qucston is engaging the atten- 
tion of tho government which, while 
recognizing that it cannot ^together 
prohibit immigration, is hopeful, that 
with the co-operation of the Japanese 
government, it can limit it to such 
numbers that no ill effects v, 11 result 
to the province or to its citizens.

Wo 
do not want to see him taxed for his 
share. Wo would be content with a 
mere declaration defining tho inter- 
ests. There need not .bo a convey- 
ance to Mr. Helnze of his share. He 
would not then be taxed." 

But to this suggestion of B. P. 
Davis, K. C, in the Columbia & Wes- 
tern Land-Hcinze legal tangle Attor- 
ney-General Bowser would not agree. 

"Why not leave those lands as they 
aro? Wo are not bound to take our 
half until 1911. If an order for par- 
tition is pressed, wo shall ask for a 
sale." 

"Some day in August," said Mr. Jus- 
tice Clement, "I will hear argument 
in tills case." 

C. H. Oswald, secretary of the Co- 
lumbia & Western railway, gave for- 
mal evidence regarding tho seal of tho 
company on certain documents and J. 
S. Denis, C.' P- R. land commissioner 
at Calgary, declared that the Colum- 
bia & Western lands were administer- 
ed quite apart from tho C. P. R. lands. 

"Would I be wrong in suggesting 
that these lands are retained In tho 
name of tho Columbia & Western 
railway for tho purpose of avoiding 
taxation?" asked Mr. Bowser, 

"You certainly would be," returned 
Mr. Dennis. 

After many similar questions morn 
documentary evidence was put in, and 
the caso closed. 

In the argument next month Mr. 
Davis will press for partition, while 
Mr. Bowser will demand a sale. Under 
the latter It would not bo necessary 
to got a field glass to see F. Augustus 
Helnze in the forefront of the bidders 
for the whole of the six hundred 
thousand acres.

Roadmaker at Armstrong Injured 
While Tamping Hole in 
a Stump 



Armstrong, B. C, July 29— On Mon- 
day last, wliile Road Foreman Grinton, 
and It. 10. McGle, were engaged in 
tamping powder into holes under a 
stump on the Hartweil road, the pow- 
der handled by Mr: McGie, exploded in 
his face, sotting lire to his whiskers 
and clothing and netting off seven 
other sticks of powder and half a box 
of caps at tho same time. Though 
badly burnt, Mr. McGie's eyesight is 
uninjured, his hands suffering the 
most. Temporarily blinded by the dirt 
thrown in his face, Mr. McGio did not 
know that his clothing was on fira 
Foreman Grinton toro the burning 
clothing off him, and rushed him to 
Hartwoll's residence, where sweet oil 
was quickly applied and Mr. McGie'.s 
injuries temporarily attended to. Af- 
terward ho was brought to town and 
placed under care of Dr. Van Klceck. 
Though in much pain Mr. McGle Is 
extremely thankful his eyes escaped.

Bowser, attorney-general, for tho Im- 
mediate establishment of a police 
patrol service on the Fraser river as 
in past years. Yesterday the canners 
received a pleasant surprise in a com- 
munication from Hon. Mr. Bowser an- 
nouncing that Instructions had been 
issued to Chief Constable Colin S. 
Campbell to place a patrol in service 
at once. 

"That is promptness for you," re- 
marked a canncr today, "and It shows 
what quick action can bo secured 
from even a government when busi- 
ness men are in control." 

Just as soon as Constable Campbell 
can secure a steamer, sho will be 
equipped nnd manned and dispatched 
to the river. In all probability Con- 
stablo Munro will havo charge of the 
patrol.

COPPER OUTPUT OF GRAN BY 

Grand Forks, B. C, July 29.— It has 
been ascertained that the seven fur- 
naces at the Granby smelter are now 
producing ono carload of copper per 
day, which is shipped to tho markets 
of New York. Each carload of copper 
contains on an average threo hundred 
bars of yellow metal, three hundred 
bars of yellow metal, the bars each 
weighing about two hundred and 
forty pounds, making somo seventy 
two pounds of copper to the car. This 
copper is sold at 24 cents per pound, 
making a total of $17 .2S0, which is de 
rived from tho sale of each carload of 
copper per day, or $518,400 per month 
or $(122,080. 00 in ono year.

Before a small but . appreciative 
audienco at the Y. M. C. A. last even- 
ing, W. Beecher-Smith, representing 
I the Y. M. C, A. of Great Britain as 
emigration advice secretary, outlined 
the plans for advising emigrants ad- 
opted by the old country association. 
Mr. Smith arrived in the city yester- 
day and he gave a brief account of his 
mission here to the representative 
audience which greeted him last night. 

The Y. M. C. A. is not propagating 
any general scheme of emigration. It 
simply proposes to prevent unsuitable 
men coming here and to locate others 
who would make good citizens. 

It is not for the purpose of persuad- 
ing young men to emigrate, but to 
give advice to any, who have decided 
upon emigration. 

During the past year, Mr Smith has 
givcui letters to 347 immigrants to 
Canada, and uh each of these carried 
from two to three letters there were 
altogether about a thousand letters. 
Mr. Smith was over here in 1903 when 
he made many friends and lie is hero 
again thanking the old ones for the 
help given and asking fur a continu- 
ance of the assistance. He landed in 
Quebec and has visited In turn, Mon- 
treal, Ottawa, Fort William, Edmon- 
ton, Calgary, Vancouver and Victoria. 

"I have seen 35 or 40 of the young 
fellows who came over here with let- 
ters and without exception they arc 
doing tine," said he last night. "I am 
convinced that in Vancouver and Vic- 
toria, there is one of the, largest open- 
ings for the British young man who 
has a trade or who is willing to plug 
away until he gets located right. 
During my trip I have made a list of 
about 30 new correspondents who will 
receive and help any emigrants sent 
out. 

"I had an interview with Premier 
McBride and lie offered to give every 
assistance possible through- the gov- 
ernment to the Y.M.C.A.'s system of 
immigration. Through the courtesy 
of Capt. Tatlow I was placed in poss- 
ession of much valuable information 
about the conditions in the province 
for labor which will be of great use 
to me in my work." 

Mr. Smith will today be given a drive 
over the fruit district surrounding 
Victoria by the government so 11s to 
give him a proper idea of the resour- 
ces of the island. He was given a loi- 
ter to Price Ellison, M.P.P.. for the 
Okanagan district while at the house 
yesterday and will make a tour of 
that fruit district before he leaves the 
province.

CROWDS DAILY VISIT 



Over swelve Thousand Have Ex- 
amined Specimens Since 
First of the Month 



Over twelve thousand people have 
visited the provincial museum during 
the present month according to an 
estimato of the curator, Frank Ker- 
inodo. Of these over four thousand 
have registered. All day long the mu- 
seum is filled with an eager crowd 
who inspect the various specimens 
and display great interest in the col- 
lections. The visitors are from ail 
pver Airr'.vica. Prominent amongst 
the names are many from the middle 
west, while every steamer from the 
sound shows additions to the regis- 
ter in the names of visitors from the, 
sound cities and almost every state 
in the union. 

"The fifth in our possession, and 
there are only six stuffed in existence," 
said the curator as he exhibited a 
creamy white pelt which just arrived 
yesterday afternoon from the north. 
"It's the hide of another Ursus Ker- 
modi,' continued the provincial official 
with all the pride of one who has a 
whole species of bear named after 
him, "and it's about the finest one yet 
received. Mounted it will be about 
the same size as the largest in the 
glass case here. The only other mount- 
ed specimen is in the Carnegie mu- 
seum at Pittsburg." 

The white bear Is not true white, 
but rather a rich creamy color. The 
hair is not thick and bristly like that 
of the polar bear nor is so white. It 
is long and silky like that of the black 
bear. The species was first described 
by Hornday of New York about four 
years ago. It Is found only In the isl- 
ands of the coast and yet is popular- 
ly known as the inland white bear. 
The present killed by an Indian, May 
2S, on Gribble island and was purchas- 
ed and sent down to the museum by 
Captain McCroskey.

His report took- the 
form of a story tolling how certain 
local Chinese were brought in touch 
with Christianity. 

Rev. E. Leroy Dakln, president of 
the provincial- union, dealt with the 
approaching convention. He made a 
strong appeal for co-operation In the 
work of preparing for it and raised 
the 1 expectations of all by stating that 
over 500 delegates were expected to 
be present. 

Committees were then appointed to 
deal with the convention. It will take 
place the last, week In .September.

CONSUMERS OBJECT 10 
WATER BEING SHOT OFF 



Many Wrathy Complaints Made 
to Water Rate Collector 
Official's Side 



There hnve been several infrac- 
tions of the Irrigation regulations 
lately with the result that the- water 
was shut off from offenders pending 
the payment of lines, in every ease 
the delinquent householder consid- 
ered himself a highly aggrieved per- 
son, and In several instances vented 
his wrath upon the collector of water 
rates at tlio city hall, forgetting that 
that oflleial has no option but to carry 
out instructions. 

Many who have lawns to water ap- 
pear to think that the present regula- 
tions aire unduly severe, but it is 
pointed out by the officials that this 
Is not the case, as they say will lie 
found when the rules In force in oth- 
er cities are examined. In Seattle, 
for instance, which boasts of its water 
supply and which, though the- city 
has grown too big to bo fed properly 
from a single 4S Inch pipe from the 
Cedar river, has plenty 1 of water for 
Are lighting purposes, the rules reg- 
ulating the uso of water for irriga- 
tion purposes are much moro strin- 
gent than those here. 

Following is reproduced a copy of 
the card issued by L,. B. Young, Se- 
attle's water superintendent, giving a 
list of things that water consumers 
aro not allowed to do: 

"1. Allowing water to run to 
waste. 

"2. Having leaky water fixtures on 
premises. 

"3. Using a hose with an Inside 
diameter of over three-quarters of an 
inch. 

"4. Using a hoso with an orifice 
of moro than one-quarter of an Inch. 

"5. Using a hose without a noz-. 
zle. 

"6. Using water through la hose 
unless hoso is hold in the hand. 

"7, Using water through a hoso be- 
tween the hours of 9 p. m. and 5. 
a. m. 

"8. Using water at any hours ex- 
cept those- fixed by the board of pub- 
lic works for such use. 

"9. Using an automatic sprinkler at 
any time unless such sprinkler is con- 
nected on a meter. 

"10. Leaving automatic sprinkler 
in action where it can throw water on 
sidewalk pedestrians. 

"1. Using water through a hose 
during the progress of a fire, in the 
city." 

If anyono is caught' performing any 
of the acts prohibited above his wa- 
ter is turned off until a fine of $2. r>0 
Is paid. The lino in Victoria is onlv 
SI 

It Is further pointed out that In the 
summertimo sprinkling is only per- 
mitted in Seattle for three "hours: 
namely from 7 to 8:30 morning and 
evening. Thus the officials say it will 
bo seen that when the water situa- 
tion is taken Into account Victoria 
water consumers ' aro not so oppres- 
sively treated as they might be.

Frank M. Kelly, W ell known as 
writer on sporting subjects, returned 
Saturday by tho steamer Tees from 
Quatsino, . whero ho has been for some 
weeks. Ho brings an interesting 
budget of news and tells of a large 
colonization scheme being engineered 
by St. Paul, Grand Forks and Wlnni 
pog men for the settlement of a largo 
area of farming land at tho north 
end of Vancouver Island. Tho colon- 
ization company has taken up thirty 
sections of hind in the Quatsino dis- 
trict and proposes to subdivido it into 
small holdings. 

Mr. Kelly .said: "I went over and 
saw this land, which is situated bo- 
tweon Cacho creek and Nawlttie river. 
Tho land needs but a llttlo clearing, 
tho most of it being practically ready 
for tho plow. It is a big rolling coun- 
try and I think will prove to bo one 
of tho best: fruit growing sections on 
Vancouvor Island. Tho hollows, 
especially are rich agricultural lands 
with a soil that is not excelled any- 
where on tho Island. The company 
expects to have a largo number of 
settlers placed on the land in a short 
time." 

Speaking of tho mining operations 
In Quatsino district, Mr. Kelly said: 
"Experts have been looking ov6r tho 
Yreka property, which has not been 
worked for some time, with a view to 
purchasing tho mine and reopening It 
Col. Remington, who looked over the 
property, was a passenger on tho 
Tees. If satisfactory terms can be 
arranged It is probable that he will 
take over the mine on behalf of the 
company and work will be resumed. 

"On the Juno group being doveloped 
by Messrs. Macaulay, Grant and oth- 
ers, a wharf is being built on Quat- 
sino Sound and a railway will bo 
built at once from the wharf to the 
mine, which lies about five miles back 
from salt water. Some of the rails 
havo already arrived and it is pro- 
posed to take up a couple of small 
locomotives and ore cars to transport 
the ore' from the mine to tho wharf 
for shipment. It Is also likely that 
a smelter will ultimately be built 
there. 

"The AVost Arm property, which was 
being developed by Roy Price for J. 
A. Moore" and associates, of Seattle, 
and on which about 25 Chinese were 
at work, has been closed down and 
Mr. Price and the Chinese came down 
on tho Toes. It seems that this com- 
pany, which has shipped ore by the 
barges Hadyn Brown and Melanope 
from Quatsino to Irondale, has thirty 
claims situated about five miles back 
from tho water. There Is a deposit 
of iron at the water and tho company 
expects to be ablo to ship about 20,- 
000 tons of this. Instead they, got 
little moro than 3,000 tons and work 
has been suspended until the necessary 
railway to the- mine- has been con- 
structed. ,. , 

"I expect that., a number of finds 
will bo made in the Quatsino district, 
as float is to bo seen everywhere. 

"A saw mill is to be established at 
Allico Lake, in tile Quatsino district, 
by McKInney, of Portland."

The applioation made by City Soli- 
citor Dubois Mason on behalf of tho 
arbitrator in tho Victoria West arbi- 
tration proceedings for a judicial opin- 
ion under tho provisions of the act 
upon which the arbitrator could fix a 
basis of compensation for the property 
owners affected by the validation of 
the Ralph map in that district was re- 
fused by Mr. Justice Irving in chamb- 
ers yesterday. A stated case was sub-

It was pointed out that a 
decision by the court might tio the 
hands of tho arbitrator, as no two 
cases were alike and therefore it wai 
impossible to settle them all in thl. 
way. 

His Lordship pointed out that Sli 
Harris, the arbitrator, should be re 
presented by outside counsel and not 
by the city solicitor, and decided after 
hearing tho armaments presented that 
lie could not make the order asked.

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A desire for one comprehensive plan 
for putting Victoria's water system on 
a permanent basis and a dislike for any 
piecemeal arrangement which was not 
a part of the well considered plan of 
such a kind were tho reasons which In- 
duced F. B. Pemberton to withdraw 
his signature from the petition for a 
bylaw authorizing a loan of $250,000 
for the purpose of redistributing the 
mains of the city. 

It will be remembered that tho day 
after the lire the Mayor called a 
special meeting of the city council for 
Friday evening for the purpose of con- 
sidering and adopting a solution of the 
water problem. He, .also decided to 
have a bylaw introduced at that meet- 
ing for the redistribution of the 
water mains according to a plan which 
lias long been' considered at the city 
hail. In the attempt to get a petition 
signed by the necessary ten per cent, 
of the property holders Mr. Pemberton 
was approached for his signature. 
This occurred directly after the lire, 
and in his anxiety to help along any- 
thing which might tend to the im- 
provement of tlie water situation he 
appended his signature, which after- 
wards and upon reflection ho with- 
drew. 

Seen yesterday by a Colonist r 
sentativo Mr. Pemberton said: 

"I regard the water question as a 
vital one for Victoria and I do not 
care how much money they spend, 
provided it is spent 011 a well consid- 
ered comprehensive plan carried out 
under the .superintendence of a first 
class man. When I was asked to 
sign tho petition for tho redistribution 
bylaw, I did so in my desire to help 
forward the solution of a very press- 
ing problem- Tho petition was brought 
to mo a day or two after the lire. But 
upon consideration it appeared that 
the money was not to bo spent as part 
of any general' scheme, but was an 
Independent section of what I think 
should he done as a whole, Accord- 
ingly I called up tho Mayor and with- 
drew my signature. In asking me to 
allow my name to remain, tho Mayor 
said that the money would not be spent 
all at once, but only as certain por- 
tions of the work required to be done. 
This doubled my determination to 
withdraw, as it was exactly what I did 
not want. I do not think that the 
question should be approached piece- 
meal', but any comprehensive plan 
properly thought nut under a capable 
man will have my support, oven if it 
entails a heavy cost. 

"Victoria must have more water, and 
tho lack of it Is holding the city back 
In several ways. For Instance T know 
of at least eight large houses that 
would be built Immediately if water 
could be obtained for them. ' Wo wish 
to attract tourists, and advertise a 
beautiful' city, and when visitors como 
our lawns nro burnt tip and tho 
beauty spoilt."

VANCOUVER PATENT. 

Terminal City Man Invents Carbureter 
For Automobiles. 

A United States patent was issued on 
July Hi to William Brown, of Vancou- 
ver, on an Improved carbureter for 
hydro-carbon or other light oils. 

This invention comprises a chamber 
having a spiral passage charged with 
a spongy absorbent material which be- 
ing sunk In a well In the bottom of 
a tank containing hydro-carbon oil the 
absorbent material will bo kept in a 
saturated condition as long ns there is 
any oil in the tank. A supply oC atmos- 
pheric air Is delivered to the lower end 
of til spiral passage and in rising there 
through is brought in Intimate contact 
with the gasoline, forming a saturated 
pas which collects In the upper part of 
the tank. The gas Is drawn from this 
volume as required, anil, adjacent to Its 
delivery receives the unnecessary 
amount of atmospheric air to form tho 
desired explosive mixture. 

This device is designed to supersede 
the wasteful vaporizer, which In vnrl? 
ouh forms is in common use. the con- 
stant failure of which to do its duty in 
a satisfactory manner is the cause of 
so much trouble to users of gasoline 
en u in ob'nppllcable ^ whore a heat- 
ing or Illuminating flame is required, 
as well as for Internal combustion en-

Discusses Some of the Allega- 
tions of Ex-Minister— -Was 
There a Plot 



Blontrcal Star. — James H. Crocket, 
of Frederlcton, N. B., is in the city to- 
day. Seen by a Star representative, 
Mr. Crocket said: "I see that Mr. Eni- 
morson lias been discussing our case 
in Toronto." Mr. Crocket repeated a 
paragraph of the Eriimorson sUite- 
:nent; "My fight lias been simply for 
the Vindication of my honor as a man 
and I have never made it the fight of 
the Liberal party," , adding: "What 
nonsense! The very first step Mr. 
Emmorson took was to rally about 
him the party organization of his. own 
constituency. If he did not have more 
aid of the same nature, it was because 
ho could not command it. Let mo bo 
plain. Mr. Emmerson's fellow-rnem- 
•b'ers in the House of Commons have 
come to me with denunciations of Ills 
course; and if it was not 'the fight of 
the Liberal party,' it was solely be- 
cause the party would not fight for 
Mr. Emmorson — not because of any 
wish of Emmerson's that the party 
should not. fight for him. 
' "If Mr. Emmerson has not. 'vindicat- 
ed his honor as a man,' it Is not my 
fault. I have given him every oppor- 
tunity to do so. On every hand it is 
admitted that even Mr. Emmerson's 
own testimony has been strong evi- 
dence against him. 

The Moral Aspect 
"As to whether a moral purpose has 
been served in bringing this case to 
the public, let the electors of Canada 
decide. Mr. Emmerson says no such 
purpose has been served; that politics 
is at the bottom of it all. I myself 
take issue with the ex-minister of 
railways. I believe that the course of 
my newspaper would not have been 
endorsed, by imitation — by synods, 
general assemblies and oenferences, 
by pulpit utterances and editorial dec- 
larations — If politics alone were the 
game. I think I can point with some 
pride, with a sense of satisfaction to 
a public duty performed, to the fact 
that The Gleaner led the way out of 
rumor and innuendoes to fact and un- 
derstanding and thereby reduced sus- 
picion to certainty, enabling moral 
forces to assert themselves with speci- 
fic facts before them. I will go fur- 
ther than this; I will say that certain 
clergymen, hitherto muzzled, have been 
enabled to assert themselves through 
the action of The Gleaner. 

"I would like to dwell on two other 
statements of Mr. Emmerson. He says 
the- action of my paper was the out- 
come of a plot; that the defamatory 
statements originated in Montreal, 
and that the headquarters of the de- 
fence are in til's city. 

A Strong Denial 

"- " rWinV"'d Mr. Crocket with 

emphasis, "that there is not n word "f 
truth in that declaration. I have^al- 
ready stated under oath that I wrote 
. the article. I conceived the Inspira- 
■ tion, and I acted on it. A plot! Non- 
sense! Why a plot, indeed!- Ones 
Mr. Emmerson believe it was neces- 
sary to trump up charges against him? 
To plot would mean that and nothing 
more. There was no necessity for plot- , 
tins; nor trumping up utiauiiuoua. 

"Now a word about the headquar- 
ters of the 'defence being in Montreal. 
Does that mean that I have had finan- 
cial assistance from here? Let me 
say that not one cent expended has 
come from Montreal. Mr. Pugsley re- 
marked during the trial I had unlimit- 
ed funds with which to pay detectives 
to gather evidence all over the coun- 
try. It was not necessary to pay a de- 
tective one cent for evidence in sup- 
port of my case. Lloyd, Dean and 
Chapman, three witnesses, were easily 
come at, so also was Parker, of the Al- 
bion hotel. I would like to ask Mr. 
Pugsley this question: Is it not a fact 
that before ho left Montreal for Fred- 
crlcton to undertake the prosecution 
that there was paced in his hands a 
detective's report on the case? It is 
not a fact that this report— furnished 
by the Thiol people — covered the whale 
evidence of Lloyd and Dean, and anti- 
cipated that of Chapman and Parker? 
I would like Mr. Pugsley to discuss 
this feature. He would not let me pro- 
ceed in court; now let him explain. 
Let Mr. Pugsley Explain 
"And another question: Did not that 
Thiol detective report practically prove 
all the statements made In the Glean- 
er? If Mr. Pugsley chose to believe 
Mr. Emmerson's, in preference to oili- 
er versions of his actions and move- 
ments on June 10, 11, 1906, I hope he 
will profit by his course, professionally 
and politically. A plot! Let Mr. Em- 
merson look away from me for that; 
let him look among members of his 
own party. 

"I am quite willing to say that it 
looked as if some so-called friends of 
mine were in a plot to shut off effec- 
tive inquiry on my part Into the evi- 
dence. But it would not work. I have, 
I think, demonstrated that the head- 
quarters of the defence are in Froder- 
icton. 

What Is tho Next Move? 
"Look hero," continued Mr. Crocket, 
"would it not bo a good thing for 
public morality in general if it could 
be shown that when high personages 
have arisen in parliament and declared 
their ignorance of immoralities, or ru- 
mors thereof, on the part of ministers, 
Ithcy were quibbling, to use a. mild 
term.

MAKING WAR ON 

CATALOGUE HOUSES 



Half a Million 'Retailers Com- 
bining for Offensive and 
Defensive Action 



War has been declared on the great 
catalogue houses of Chicago, by the 
500,000 retail' merchants of the wes- 
tern states. The struggle between 
these two great interests hns'boen in 
progress for many years. Tho advance 
made by tho catalogue houses has been 
such as to threaten the very existence 
of thousands of smaller traders 
throughout the west and they are now 
fighting as they say, for their lives. 
In the struggle, jobbers and manufac- 
turers are Involved with the relail 
merchants. 

The retail merchants are being 
guided at the present juncture in the 
struggle by the organization known as 
tho Homo Trade league of America, 
which has existed for several months 
as a publicity bureau, with headquar- 
ters in the Monadnock building' in the 
city of Chicago, but which is shortly 
to incorporate and institute a more 
systematic and aggressive campaign 
against the catalogue houses, through 
a board of twenty-one managers, with 
a vice president and a committee of 
ten members in each state. This Chi- 
cago league has, as Its suport, com- 
mercial associations In the states of 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, 
Michigan and Kansas. The conncc- 



lng to the fact that the wholesalers 
grant a lower price to tho catalogue 
house than will be granted to the 
small retailer. . 

Second — Pressure is brought to ocar 
on the consumer in all posslblo ways 
to persuade him to give the local mcr 
chant a chance to figure on tho order 
which Is to be sent to the catalogue 
house, before it is sent, in order that 
the retail merchant may have the op 
portunlty to show tho consumer that 
he can compete with the catalogue 
house. , x 

Third — Merchants are pledging 
themselves to buy no goods from any 
wholesaler who sells any goods of any 
kind to any catalogue house.' The re- 
sults of tho operation of this method 
of warfare are already apparent in 
Chicago, where a number of tho largo 
wholesale mercantile institutions are 
said no longer to sell the catalogue 
honscs. Among these nro Carson, 
Pirie, Scott & Co.; Hlbbard, Spencer, 
Bartlott & Co.; tho John V. Farwell 
Co.; the Dlsston Saw Works and oth 
crs. Tho league is using all means to 
enlarge the number of merchants who 
refuse to buy from concerns which sell 
to catalogue houses. 

Fourth — Appeals are made to local 
pride and the loyally of every com- 
munity to support its local institutions. 

Fifth — Local merchants in many of 
the larger towns and cities havo or- 
ganized excursions to their towns for 
tho purpose of persuading buyers that 
they can compete with the large cata- 
logue houses of Chicago and elsewhere. 

Sixth— Farmers who deal with cata- 
logue houses are refused all accommo- 
dation at the retail stores of the coun- 
try towns and cities.

A Saskatchewan Visitor Impressed 
With Its Great Natural 
Resources. 

The Port Essington Sun in its Issue 
of July 20th, says: A Thresher, Har- 
ley, Saskatchewan, left on Tuesday 
morning on Freeman's gasoline yacht 
for the Charlotte Islands, where he 
goes to look over timber limits and 
report thereon for an eastern syndi- 
cate of which he Is a member. (Mr. 
Thresher's visit to the "miniature 
British Columbia" was a revelation to 
him.

A large amount of It Is rough 
and rather small, but every stick of it 
will bo utilized in the not distant 
future, as the demand for timber in 
tho tlmberless prairies is enormous 
and ever on the increase."

"Wo have road so much about canned 
goods on tho prairies that I was par- 
ticularly Interested in the process of 
canning.

Plan of Campaign, 

The stops which are being- taken by 
the Home Trade league to aid the re- 
lail merchant In the competition with 
the catalogue houses Is indicated by 
the press of Chicago as follows: 

First.— Bringing pressure on manu- 
facturers, jobbers ami wholesalers 
generally, to give to locai merchants 
the same rales as are granted to mall 
order companies. Under present con- 
ditions, retail merchants are, it is 
claimed, compelled to sell certain lines 
of goods at higher prices than arc 
charged by the catalogue houses ow-

The Mineral Springs Limitcd.Toronto 
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competitors have organized a system 
through the operation of which, the 
catalogue houses have received thous- 
ands of bogus letters requesting that 
catalogues he furnished them. Cata- 
logues cost about one dollar each, to- 
gether with the cost of mailing. Cases 
are now pending in tlio courts of the 
United Slates, in which catalogue 
houses are taking action against those 
who have occasioned them losses in 
this way. This Is true, however, ap- 
parently not of the houses dealing in 
all classes of goods, but of the huuses 
which havo been selling lumber by 
mail order. This method of competi- 
tion does not meet with the approval 
of the Chicago league. The business 
done l>y"the mail order houses in tho 
western states is now said to amount 
to hundreds or millions of dollars an- 
nually, and If it should continue to in- 
crease In tho future as it has in the 
past, it Is feared that hundreds of vil- 
lages of tho country wdll actually dis- 
appear, slnco the entire reason for 
their existence is to furnish the needed 
supplies to tlio farmers of tho vicinity. 
Those which do not disappear will 
steadily decrease In size and impor- 
tance. The jobbers and wholesalers 
arc interested, since their fortunes 
have been created through the business 
done by them with the small retail 
dealers of tho country. It is claimed 
that the jobbers of tlio western states 
lost approximately sixty million dol- 
lars In 1005, owing to the great ad- 
vance made In the business of the mail 
order houses. As much business was 
done from Chicago, through the mail 
order houses in that year, as all the 
jobbers of tho city combined. Not 
many years ago all of this business 
was done by tho Jobbers. Thai is lo 
say, the jobbers and tlio country mer- 
chants have already lost one-half of 
tlio total retail tradb of the country, 
Manager Clark, of the Chicago lea- 
gue, stated in conversation with re- 
ference to the work of tho institution 
that nil tha.t the retail merchants of 
the country wanted was a square deal. 
If llloy could get the same terms from 
the jobbers and wholesalers that arc 
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granted to the catalogue houses, they 
would bo satisfied to take their chances 
with consumers. They were In direct 
contact and touch with them, and with 
tho same advantages could more than 
hold their own. Ho added that the 
majority of the jobbers and wholpsale 
dealers of Chicago had taken but little 
interest in the work of the league, ow- 
ing to tho fact that Chicago was tho 
home of the great mall order houses, 
whose accounts had been of great 
value to these wholesalers and jobbers. 
Tlie.ro were, however, notable excep- 
tions, certain houses giving tip ac- 
counts, amounting to hundreds of 
thousands of dollars per year, rather 
than run the risk of the entiro des- 
truction of the business of tiio country 
merchants, whose continued existence 
was of so great importance to the 
houacs referred to.

FOUGHT LABOR STRIKE 

A Young Newspaper Mini Succeeded 
Where Others Wore Scared. 

Lilldley C. Branson, a young editor, 
arrived from Nome when the "union" 
was In tho full Mower of its domin- 
ion, feared and deferred to by all 
classes, and started two daily news- 
papers. The Tondpah Sun and The 
Goldflold Sun. lie had successfully 
edited several mining-camp dailies in 
Alaska, lie is a quiet, forceful young 
man who docs things without any 
bluster. There are few men today 
who know so thoroughly the psychol- 
ogy of a mining camp. 

Several weeks after he began to get 
out his papers Joseph Smith, tho 
walking delegate of the I. W. W„ 
called on him and told him that his 
printers, pressmen, devils and who 
ever else he employed would have to 
join the "union." Branson said he 
would look Into it. He did. Smith 
catrie back expecting a cringing sub- 
mission to liis "polite command." He 
was staggered when the editor said 
to him: "My men will not join tho 
I. W. W. They do not believe in the 
Bebs hash of socialism and anarchy. 
Already they are members of the Am- 
erican Federation. I will have some- 
thing to say about your organization 
in a few days." Tho walking delegate 
retorted that requests to join the 
union were never disobeyed by prud- 
ent men. Prudent men were those 
who wished to remain In the desert 
and not be buried there. His storm of 
threats subsided very suddenly when 
tho y,oung editor drew from his jacket 
pocket two short-barrelled .H's and 
spread them unostentatiously but sig- 
nificantly on tile top of Ills desk. Exit 
the walking delegate. 

The organization had power enough 
then to persuade every merchant, 
tradesman, broker, wildcatter, and 
oven many mine-operators to refuse 
any advertisements to his papers, 
Even the newsboys, messenger boys 
batiks, clerks, brokers' clerks, shop 
clerks, stenographers, young and old of 
every employment were members of 
the I. W. W. then. It was commonly 
said that they became members through 
"the fear of God" established by the 
"union." The miners were In the same 
plight, though they Teebly proclaimed 
that tlicv had a union of their own 
distinct from the I. W. W. and a 
local of the Western Federation of 
Miners. 

This "fear of God" Branson proved 
a miserable superstition that found- 
ered utterly when a man of initiative 
and uncommon pluck challenged it. Ho 
demonstrated that tho bad men and 
desperate characters of the "union" 
were contemptible cravens, and he 
branded them in his headlines as 
"Curs", "Scoundrels", " Assassins", 
"Cheap iSkailes", ' ''Low - Browed 
Thugs", "Cowards", and "Sneaking 
Murderers." That ho found men \yth 
the courage to set the type was con- 
sidered as remarkable as his own 
dauntless front. 

When it came to the disciplining of 
a man who could shoot with both 
hands without taking them out of his 
pockets or apparently moving a mus- 
ic the I. W. W. leaders were reveal- 
ed in their true light. One attempt 
was made to kill him and only one. 
He sought out the man wdio had shot 
at him from behind a shed and made, 
him go down on his knees to him in 
front of the I. W. W. headquarters 
and beg for mercy. Dozens, of "work- 
ers" looked on In sullen silence. 

By this timo Branson bad the back- 
ing of such noted gun-fighters as 
George Wlgfleld and Diamond-Held 
Jaelc Davids, (These two millionaire 
mine-owners had volunteered their 
rvices as his newsboys. They dis- 
tributed his boycotted papers in a 
ctacuiar fashion, spitting them on 
the long barrels of 14-calibre revol- 
vers and taking them from the shot- 
ted llles tJ hand to purchasers. No 
worker" had tho temerity to disturb 
these' newsbodys. 

Then Branson, Wlnglicld, Davis and 
United States Senator George S. Nixon 
organized their protective association 
and declared a boycott upon the 
boycotting union. Then hundreds of 
miners who had been bullied in- 
to Joining the outlaw union wero 
notified that the mines would 
thereafter be closed to I. W. W. men. 
When tlio miners refused to do this 
the mines were/ closed, and Anally 
they wore starved out of the Debs or- 
ganization. 
Loaders of tho American Federation 
Labor were brought to the camp, 
who, under the protection of the Mine- 
Owners and Business Men's Protec- 
tive Association organized the separ- 
ate trades out of tho I. W. W., until 
last there were no "workers" left 
wim had any distinctive calling re- 
cognized by the American Federation.

London, July 29. — There Is a report 
about to the effect that the United 
States Golf association has approached 
the Royal and Ancient club with a view 
to co-operation in a proposed revision 
of the rules — proposed by the Americans 
that is. Only those who have been in 
the inner circles of golf for a long time 
and know the feeling of the Royal and 
Ancient can quite appreciate what many 
old golfers would regard as the impu- 
dence of this suggestion — though the 
present writer is far from suggesting 
that it is an impudent one. 

In the simple statement of this sug- 
gestion made by the Americans there 
appears to be the hint that whether 
anybody else co-operates with them or 
not, they are going to have tho rules 
altered, and this is the first time that 
any other body lias ever dared to speak 
to St. Andrews on such a matter, or dis- 
pute its complete and permanent auto- 
cracy in any way whatever. If the Am- 
ericans' Invitation is accepted we shall 
then have at once a kind of interna- 
tional rules board. It is not likely to bo 
accepted, and, in that case, it is probable 
that the Americans will go forward to 
revising tho rules on their own account, 
and setting up an entirely new code for 
use in the States 'on some such linos sa 
have already beep set forth In detail by 
various golfers who have put them- 
selves at the head of this movement, 
chiefly emanating ■ from the western 
states. They are full of enthusiasm in 
tho matter, and from time; to time have 
had sent over various drafts of new 
rules which have been compiled by dif- 
ferent authorities, and upon which opin- 
ions of all sorts were being taken. ' 

if America adopts a now code it will 
mean that thenceforth there will be 
two different games of golf In the world, 
Instead of only one as at present. At 
flic outset, the divergence may he very 
small, and It might not be for sonio 
time that a player under the one code 
would have the slightest difficulty In 
adjusting matters when playing with 
one who had always golfed under the 
other; but everybody knows how these 
separations widen quickly, nml have 
always done so in other games and 
sports, and It might happen that, in 
course of time, the American and Brit- 
ish games would he very different In- 
deed. This would bo n deplorable thing. 
It lias to he said for the Americans 
j that they have behaved very well so 
i fur. They have played entirely under 
Royal and Ancient rules, and nearly 
I everybody on this side believes with 
! them that those rules stand badly In 
' need of revision and recasting, and the 
task would have been undertaken long 
since were It not such a hltx one that 
the authorities seem as If they would 
prefer to shirk it until tho last pos- 
sible minute

SIR WILFRID TO MAKE TOUR. 

Report Says He Willc Visit Ontario 
and Quebec Points in Fall, 

Ottawa, July 20— Although Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier's return to Ottawa will 
enable him to dispose of some of the 
matters that claim his Instant atten- 
tion, there are many others, including 
tho filling of -his cabinet vacancies, 
that will stand over until' he has time 
to allow his mind and body the rest 
of which they stand in sore need, and 
until, moreover, the prime minister 
has hod full opportunity of consulting 
tho views of his friends. 

Here, among his old friends, now,' 
alas, growing fewer by death almost 
every year, the premier is free from 
the cares of state and of party and 
is able to give himself over to tho en- 
joyment of nature and of his favorite 
authors from which duty, however, 
Will' soon recall him to the tempestu- 
ous care of 'federal politics. Later on 
ho may make a brief tour of Ontario 
and Quebec, and In November parlia- 
ment will resume its-sitting with loud 
mutterings from the Opposition camp 
of scandals that they claim to be pro- 
pared to uncover hi the public ac- 
counts committee. What these threats 
will amount to remains to be seen, but 
unless the exposures are of a more 
serious kind than those of last session 
the government has but little to fear 
from them. 

Tho rival aspirants to cabinet hon- 
ors from New Brunswick were fully 
represented In the gathering that 
greeted the prime minister on his ar- 
rival In Quebec. Mr. F. B. Carvell, M. 
P. for Carleton, who has the support 
of the other Liberal members from 
New Brunswick, was there In person, 
and report says that Hon. Mr.Bmmor- 
son's following having been unable to 
secure the return qf the late minister 
of railways to the cabinet, are pre- 
pared to lend the weight, of their in- 
fluence in favor of Mr. Carvell. 

On the other hand Dr. Pugsley,, the 
late premier of New Brunswick and 
Liberal nominee as M. P. for the city 
of St. John, is no mean opponent, and 
although he had neither pledge nor 
implied promise of cabinet preferment

CROPS LOOKING WELL 

Harvest in Alberta and Saskatchewan 
Will Be Very^Heavy. 

Winnipeg Tribune: — James Blair, of 
Leavings, Alberta, left for the west 
last night after several days In Win- 
nipeg, where ho has been engaged in 
business connected with his store in 
Leavings, a thriving town west of 
Calgary. 

Mr. Blair had some interesting in- 
formation concerning crop conditions 
in the country through which he tra- 
veled on his (rip to Wninlpeg, which 
he gave to his nephew, 10- H. Scott, 
of tho real estate firm of Hall and 
Scott. Traveling over a big stretcli 
of country In Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba, diverging in many in- 
stances from the direct route of travel 
and driving about over farmnig sec- 
tions, making carerul observations 
with an experienced eye and being 
thoroughly interested in the subject, 
Mr. Blair saw a great deal more than 
the average traveller and his obser- 
vations arc correspondingly more val- 
uable. 

The crops in Albert a and Sas- 
katchewan are excellent," said Mr. 
Blair. Planting was done early in 
those provinces and tho grain got a 
good start, so that it has grown fully 
up to its usual standard in straw and 
is heading finely, so that everything 
looks as good as it possibly can for a 
big crop in both of the western' pro- 
vinces. 

"In Manitoba the grain is not so 
good where I saw it and ' I drove a 
number of miles through the Morden 
district and had a good chance to see 
the crop In many places. Farmers told 
me that they will, In many cases, have 
only a small yield and 1 could see that 
the straw Is not up to its usual stan- 
dard and that the wheat is not head- 
ing well in some places. The higher 
prices that will be had for wheat will 
help some and the good crops in Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan will keep the 
total up nearer to the mark than may 
bn expected by some whoso crop will 
biT-poor. 

"The Alberta country Is a lino one 
and the town of Leavings is a busy 



placo. Many of the people out thero 
are unsettled and move about consid- 
erably, but there is a lot of business 
going on all the time and my lino is 
very good indeed." 



INJURED IN CANNERY

Was Taken From Japanese Sealer by 
Russian Warship— Russia Will 
Pay for Personal Effects. ' _ 
_ 



Robert S. Flndlay - , a local seal 
hunter, now ia San .Francisco, who 
claimed $,581 (£325) from the Rus- 
sian government, for Illegal Imprison- 
ment at Vladivostok and Meldvid, 
loss of Ills season's work, and Jils 
effects, when taken from the Japanese 
sealing schooner Holtusal Maru when 
that vessel was sunk by the Russian 
cruiser Gromoboi on May 10th, 1005, 
during- ono of the periodical raids of 
the Russian cruisers . from Vladivos- 
tok, has been offered 1C2 roubles, 
about ($07.20) as compensation for his 
personal effects, which wens confis- 
cated, the Russian government refus- 
ing to bo bold liable for damages for 
his imprisonment or loss of opportun- 
ity to hunt seal. -This is the first seal- 
ing claim against Russia in which any 
settlement has been offered without 
lengthy correspondence, and Messrs. 
Sloresbv & O'Reilly, through whom 
the seal hunter preferred his claim to 
the government at St. Petersburg, are 
being congratulated. A number of 
claims for illegal seizures of British 
and American schooners off Copper 
Island in 1S02 are still unsettled. 

Moresby & O'Reilly, who have suc- 
ceeded in getting an' admission of re- 
sponsibility for Mr. Findley's losses, 
yesterday received the following letter 
from Joseph Pope, C. M. G., under 
Kocrctary of state at Ottawa, under 
date of July 23: "Re claim of Mr. 
Flndley against the Russian govern- 
ment. I have It in my command to 
• inform you that His Excellency the 
Governor-General has received a des- 
patch from the secretary of state for 
the colonics from KIs Majesty's am- 
bassador at St. Petersburg on tho sub- 
ject of the above claim. The' sub- 
stance of Sir A. Micholson's despatch 
is to the effect that Sir. Pindley's 
claim was referred to a commission 
presided over by Prof. Martens, who 
held that the arrest of Mr. Findloy and 
his detention of prisoner of war, pend- 
ing an investigation of his case, was 
perfectly regular, and they pointed out, 
his innocence having been established, 
he was released by the Russian gov- 
ernment on the initiative of the latter. 
Consequently the commission are of 
the opinion that the claimant has no 
claim whatever to compensation. At 
the same time the Russian government 
are prepared to rpakc good to Mr. 
Findlev the value of the property con- 
fiscated from him at the time of ar- 
rest, namely one hundred and sixty- 
two roubles. If Mr. Flndley is willing 
to accept this sum it will bo duly 
transmitted through the embassy." 

Messrs. Moresbv & O'Reilly have 
communicated with their client, who 
is now in San Francisco. 

Robert S. Flndley, the claimant, 
who is now offered the magniiicent 
sum of $07.20 in settlement of his 
claim of $1,581, shipped as a seal 
hunter on board tho Japanese scaling 
schooner Hokusei Maru at Hakodate, 
Japan, on February 17th, 1905, and 
proceeded to tho sea of Japan on a 
pealing voyage. On May 10th the 
Russian cruiser Gromoboi, which, with 
the Burik and Rossia, was maintained i 
at Vladivostok during tho war and, 
made periodical raids to the Sea of 
Japan, tho most disastrous to tho 
Japanese being when they sunk the 
transports Hitachi Maru and Sndo 
Maru with groat loss of life, met the 
Hokunei Maru, named after one of 
Japan's most famous artists, and sunk 
her. The crew of the Japanese seal- 
ing vessel, Flndley among them, worn 
taken on board the Gromoboi and that 
vessel took the schooner in tow for a 
time. Shortly afterward the Gromoboi 
was stopped and fired a torpedo into 
the Hokusei Maru, sinking her. 

Findlay nnd his associates wore 
taken to Vladivostok and' imprisoned 
in tho fortress, being later taken on 
board (he prison ship Argoon and in- 
carcerated with other prisoners or war, 
and for 21 days fed on very poor diet. 
From the Agronn. Flndley and others 
were transferred by the Russian mili- 
tary authorities to Meldvid, and atlor 
90 days' imprisonment there, was 
freed, destitute, to make his way homo 
as best he could. He made his way 
hack across Siberia and Kuropo to 
•Victoria, and lately went to San Fran- 
cisco.

MARRIAGE AT SEA 

Question of Legality of Tying of Nup- 
tial Knot by Shipmaster 

• "Tho question as to whether a mar- 
riage performed on board ship by tho 
master is legal, has been raised sover- 
al times, but has never yet been set- 
tled to the satisfaction of maritime 
jurists," says Shipping Illustrated. 
"Tho official logbook or British ves- 
sels contains an injunction to masters 
that they may not perform, the oper- 
ation of tying the nuptial knot, but 
owing to the extreme looseness of the 
American statutes affecting the ma- 
trimonial state, the right of an Ame- 
rican skipper to perform the ceremony 
is at least defensible. In some for- 
eign ships, an officer, not always the 
captain, Is clearly invested with ".ills 
right, : but all persons anxious to leave 
their children In positive evidence of 
tho logalty of their union would do 
well to wait until tho next port of call 
to enter upon the connubial state. 
There are, however, peculiar cases In 
which a shipmaster may bo called up- 
on lawfully to tie a marriage knot. A 
British ship was anchored off an is 
land in the South Pacific, where there 
was no minister or other authority 
allowed to perform the marriage cere- 
mony, and the master of this vessel 
took it upon himself to tie the knot. 
Owing to the special circumstances 
of the case, the law advisers of the 
crown declared the marriage to he 
legal, hut even In such a plight, 
these South Pacific lovers found them- 
selves, it is more clearly the duty of 
a shipmaster to advise the parties to 
moderate their ardor and await the 
arrival of the proper authorities than 
to act as minister or civil officer him- 
self."

Tho crow deny 
Capt. Goering's story that he was 
fprccd to shoot two of them on the 
Skeona to «nforco discipline. Tho en- 
gineer on tho tug says that the coal 
thoy used coming down had in somo 
way been mixed with copper ore on 
the-carrylng steamers which look it 
north, nnd at limes tho fumes in tho 
Stokehole wore like those of a smelter; 
the rubbish in the coal also formed 
clinkers, which had to bo raked out 
every little while." 



Tho steamer Queen City, Captain 
Gunns, returned to port yesterday 
morning from Rivers Inlet, Hardy 
bay, tho various logging camps of the 
east coast and Texada island, bring- 
ing about sixty passengers, one of 
whom, \V. Purkis, a timber cruiser, 
was the victim of a serious accident, 
as a result of which he may lose ids 
hand.

Mr. Vickars did his first police work 
under Jack Kirkup of Rossland. and 
after a period as mining recorder at 
Trout lake, was ordered to Atlln in 
1838 and represented the provincial 
government, there until transferred to 
Prince Rupert II. Carmley, formerly 
of this city, but who now lias a gen- 
eral store at AVrangel, was another 
passenger. 

From Port Esslngton news was re- 
ceived bv the Princess Royal ot the 
burning 'of a barge containing 400 
gallons of gasoline belonging to- the 
government. The barge was in tow 
of the steamer Vesta, belonging to 
Port Sininson, and was on the way to 
the provincial government pile driver 
at Stewart City, where a 300-foot 
bridge is under course of erection. 
The pile driver used at the works is 
a new model and run by gasoline, and 
the shipment was to replenish an ex- 
hausted tank. 

As soon as officers on the Vesta 
discovered the gasoline on lire, the 
barge was cut adrift and left to burn 
up as there was no possibility of sav- 
ing either the barge or any part of 
the contents. How the lire originated 
is unknown, but the belief is express- 
ed that it ignited through cinders from 
the tug railing on the tanks. 

From Prince Rupert news was re- 
ceived that the city or the future is 
not desirous ot more churches — at least 
for the present. The Port Esslngton 
Sun Bays: "They consider that there 
Is no immediate need of new churches 
to harbor the saintly people of the 
city built on a rock. The Methodist 
conference at its last meeting appoint- 
ed Rev. T. Ray worth to the station at 
Rupert and the reverend gentleman ar- 
rived In Kssington' thirty days ago on 
his way to tho holy city. At Rupert 
ho found it impossible to even obtain 
permission to erect a tent for the pur- 
pose of conducting services and has 
had to retrace his stops to Kssington 
to iiwait the time when the company 
shall consider it advisable to call in 
theological advice to minister to tho 
wants of prospective land speculators 
and bad men generally. Rev. Mr. 
Rayworth was formerly stationed at 
Salt Spring island." 

Tho Princess Royal will sail for the 
north again on Thursday night.

Campling never had a serious acci- 
dent. He was noted as a careful navi- 
gator and until lie was given com- 
mand of the Kinross, the vessels sail- 
ed by him had been uninsured.

Statistics Comparing Total Disasters 
of British and French Ships. 

Tho marine insurance writer of the 
Liverpool Journal of Commerce has 
been making interesting comparisons 
of total losses, of sailing ships owned 
in France and at IJverpool and an the 
Clyde. Although the fleet of ships 
owned in France, except for losses, is 
practically the same us It was three 
years ago, tho number of vessels n\vn. 
«ed both at Liverpool and Glasgow is 
much reduced nnort from losses, by 
the sales to foreign owners. Jn.'lDOG 
tho tola) losses of iron and steel ships 
was as Hollows: Kranpli ships, (i; 
Liverpool ships, 9; Clyde ships, II. In 
lflO", up to June .TOth, the losses have 
been: French ships— The Marguerite 
Mirabaud (wrecked) and the Daniel 
and Ilautot (missing), a total of 
three. Tho Jeanne Guillon may, of 
course, bo a loss, but Ibis is not vet 
certain. Liverpool ships— Pongworn 
and Mnclgwyn (wrecked), Carnarvon 
Castle (burned), Wanderer and Norma 
((both sung by collision), or a total of 
five. Clyde Rlilp.s are rather better 
proportionately, as there are only four 
on tho list, viz.:— Annasona, Dnl- 
calrnie, and Lord Elgin (wrecked), 
land Ormsary (missing). Tho Eden 
Holmes and tire Nellie rby, both owned 
at Mnrypnrt, have been Inst, the form- 
er by shipwreck and the lattor is 
missing. Tho exact figures of tho 
number of ships owned is not avail- 
able, but both Liverpool and Glasgow

A four-masted schooner, name un- 
known, was close to tho rocks q£ the 
Vancouver Island coast yesterday 
morning, and but for a fortunate 
change of tide, would have piled up 
near Cloo-ose, n6t far from where the 
barkentine Vesta and barks Uncle 
John and Janet Cowan went on the 
coast. The vessel, evidently a lumber 
schooner, was sighted from the light- 
house at Carmanah Point yesterday 
morning, according to a 'message re- 
ceived hero. Sho was then, three- 
quarters of a mile distant from the 
shore and two miles south of Car- 
manah. All morning she lay close in- 
shore and in danger of drifting on the 
rocks. She was becairnea and help- 
less, and it seemed that she was likely 
to be sot on when at the change of 
tide yesterday afternoon she drifted off 
shore. 

At 8 a. m. yesterday morning the 
schooner 'Winslow, a' vessel of 436 tons, 
seventeen days out from San Fran- 
cisco in ballast for Winslow to load 
another lumber cargo for the Golden 
Gate, was reported from the entrance 
to tho straits In a sinking condition, 
and tugs wore ordered to her assis- 
tance from Noah Hay. The Winslow 
was completely waterlogged. At 12.20 
p in. a message was received from 
Tatoosh that the vessel had been 
picked up bv a tug and'Wus passing 
into the straits in tow. The observer 
at the Tatoosh weather station report- 
ed Unit water was over the deck of 
tho schooner. She passed Port Cres- 
cent at (i p. m. bound to Port Town- 
send on her way to Winslow mills. 

Cloo-ose, near where the four mast- 
ed schooner was reported in danger of 
going on the rocks, has been the scene 
of many wrecks since the days when 
the old China trading packets of King 
George, and even before their day. In- 
dians of the Vicinity have traditions 
of Japanese fishing vessels cast 
ashore there before this coast was 
settled bv the white man and before 
the wax-laden ship found near Ne- 
halem, which has been a mystery since 
Its discovery many years ago, was 
found on the Oregon coast. About a 
dozen vessels have gone ashore near 
the west const village in as many 
years. The Uncle John, Janet Cowan, 
Atalanta, Vesta and others. Tho hull 
of tho Vesta, is still to bo seen on tho 
shore.

Nanaimo, July 29. — Arrivals from 
Alberni report that mining In the 
Alberni valley has not for the past 
ten years been carried on with such 
vigor as recently. Development work 
on various claims is being curried on 
with much activity, and valuable 
ledges are being opened up. Especi- 
ally is tills true of the now famous 
Big Interior mine, on which, after the 
proposed visit of the mining experts 
and others who are expected within a 
month, development on a gigantic scale 
la expected. If this mine comes up to 
present expectations It will, givo a 
stimulus to miniiig which will result 
In the booming of all other properties 
in the Alberni district. The quantity 
of ore is enormous, and development, 
if it goes ahead, will take place on an 
immense scale. The woods are alive 
with timber cruisers, and large areas 
are purchased almost daily. A big 
deal, in which Rockefeller is reported 
to be interested, is but one of 1ho 
number daily recorded. This property 
is at Ash lake, about 25 miles west of 
Alberni and Is considered one of the 
finest tracts In that vicinity. In log- 
ging this Umber would have to come 
by way of Alberni, where mills may 
probably be erected. The Red "Cliff 
Lumber Company Is, expected to com- 
mence work shortly to establish large 
saw mills at Alberni. This Industry 
alone win give employment to a suf- 
ficient number of men to make a small 
town, Concluding, the gentleman 
quoted said: "A trip over the Great 
Central lake is enough In Itself to 
repay a visit to tho country, for from 
a scenery standpoint it Is perhaps un- 
surpassed in the province. Mountain 
peaks reach above the clouds, with 
snow always on their crests, and there 
are glaciers, mountain torrent'- and 
great waterfall's, some of the latter 
ranking among the world's highest 
fulls, one of them being no less than 
2,000 feet high."

In jail before, having recently 
been released -from ••'New Westminster 
after doing four years for stealing in 
Victoria. Chief Crossan, it is report- 
ed, received a message from the Vici- 
toria authorities stating that Plump 
has none too good if a record, which 
was on fylo at the Victoria police 
station, with photograph, which will 
be sent here to the local police. The 
prison is said to have a wife and fam- 
ily residing in Victoria. 

News has reached tho city that Mr. 
McDonald, a former resident of this 
city, has won his suit, which ho 
has fought In the Dawson City courts 
for a number of years, together with 
a number of other stake ladders. They 
are now In possession of the disputed 
claims on a tributary to Gold river. 

R. Teople, who was In custody on 
the charge of theft here and was also 
licensed of issuing a cheek on a Vic- 
toria bank where he had no funds, 
has been set at liberty.

Washington, July 20— Recently in- 
formation was rdecived by Ihc Inter- 
state commerce commission that cer- 
tain western and southwestern roads 
were engaged In alleged evasions of 
the rate law by issuing passes to per- 
sons not entitled to them under the 
law. In the case of the Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Texas- railway system, tho in- 
formation was specific, the allegation 
being that officials of that system 
were Issuing passes lo so-called 
bondsmen. An order, therefore, ' hw.s 
been promulgated by the commissioner 
requiring the officials of tho system to 
answer the charges made, and state 
tho ground on which such action is 
Justified. The commerce commission 
will fix a time when the companies 
may bo heard.

YUKON RIVER IS LOW' 

Early Closinq of Navigation Thereon 
May be the Result This Fall 

A special notice has been sent out 
from the traffic department of the 
White Pass & Yukon Railroad stating 
tho water in the Yukon river is un- 
usually low and unless there is suffi- 
cient hot weather to cause snow fresh- 
lets it is probable there will lie an 
early closing of. navigation thereon this 
fall on account of low water. The 
company urges shippers to forward 
their cargoes at the earliest opportun- 
ity to avoid freight being held over the 
winter at White Horse. The North- 
western Steamship Company learned 
the steamboat Hannah, which con- 
nects with the company's steamship 
Northwestern at St. Michaels, will be 
the last river steamboat leaving St. 
Michaels for Fairbanks this season,' 
he sailing date being September 10. 



MORE JAPANESE COMING 

Honolulu Attorney Proposes to Organ- 
ize Another Steamer Load 

More Japanese are to be brought 
from Honolulu for Vancouver. Pol- 
lowing upon the charter of the steam- 
er Indiana, now on her way from San 
Francisco. A letter from Honolulu 
under dale or July ](;, says: "A V. 
Geary, a local attorney, is reported to 
be negotiating for the charter of a 
steamer to take Japanese passengers 
from the islands to Vancouver." 

While there has been a marked in- 
crease lo British Columbia of Japan- 
ese immigration, San Francisco re- 
ports a decrease and Honolulu advices 
under date of July state: 

"There has been a very marked de- 
crease in tho Japanese Immigration to 
this port during the last month or (wo. 
Where the steamers formerly arrived 
with 450 to 000, and even more, the 
last throe boats that have made port 
have had less than 300 Japanese in 
the steerage for Honolulu, The China 
came in yesterday with only 1-10, and 
tllO America Maru did not have 250 
when she was here. The Siberia also 
brought a small crowd. One explana- 
tion is that the Japanese government 
is discouraging as extended an Immi- 
gration to the Hawaiian Islands as 
was formerly permitted. 



KUMERIC HERE 

The steamer Kumerlc, which brought 
1200 Japanese from Honolulu to 
Vancouver, arrived hero on Sunday 
and proceeded to Bremerton lo unload 
6000 tons of Welsh coal brought for 
the United Slates government,

Says the Policy in Britain Is to 
Create an Independent 
Party 



The Toronto World, in its issue of. 
Monday, July UL'nd, says: 

Kier Hurdle, M.P. for Merthyr-Tyd- 
vll, in the Imperial house of commons, 
arrived In Toronto yesterday and is 
staying, at the King Edward hotel un- 
til tomorrow, when lie leaves for the 
west. At 1 o'clock today he will ad- 
dress the Canadian Club. 

Mr. Hurdle lias been in poor health, 
and was ordered a long- voyage by his 
medical adviser. 

"I have long intended to visit India 
and Australia" he told The World, 
"and so I decided 'to mako this tho 
opportunity." lie sails from Vancou- 
ver for Lokohama, and will cover the 
far oust, returning next year by Can- 
ada and the States, when he expects 
to devote considerable attentloin to 
matters of interest to labor men and 
socialists. 

.For Kier Hardic Is leader of the 
British Independent Labor Party, the 
I.L.P. of politics, the steadily rising 
force, which, very much more porten- 
tous than iOlijah's-^lpud, has not yet 
met with the regarcr of the English 
partisan Ahabs. 

Nation-Compelling Movement. 

In the modest, quiet-voiced sonsie- 
looking Scotchman one would scarcely 
except to discover the centre of a na- 
tion-compelling movement, but in the 
solid earnestness and imperturbable 
conviction of Kier Hardie's address 
one becomes conscious of unsounded 
deeps. On the platform the fountains 
of theso deeps are frequently broken 
up, and with Irresis table sweep. 

"In what respect," Mr. Hardic was 
asked, "does the labor party differ 
from the Liberal party in England?" 

"The I.L.P. represents the interests 
of the working classes, and the Lib- 
eral party represents the capitalists," 
was the reply. This was the- cause of 
tin! division in voting strength in re- 
cent by-electiolns as in Jarrow and 
Colne Valley in Yorkshire, when the 
Laborites won these seats over both 
Liberals and Conservatives. 

"These two elections show that our 
power is incroUsing. Our rigid inde- 
pendent work In parliament has gain- 
ed the confidence of all reformers. 
Ten per cent of the present Liberal 
party members are socialists, and 25 
per cent have no strong opinions, and 
would just as soon vote with us as 
with their party." 

"What then is the policy of your 
party?" 

"We formulate no policy. We simply 
go straight ahead and follow our own 
line of action." ^ 

"But that implies a policy in it- 
self." 

"Our policy Is to create a separate 
party entirely independent of all oth- 
ers." 

Socialists United, 

Mr. Hardie would not admit that 
there was any division among social- 
ists when qucstioined as to the shades 
of opinion and the variety of views ex- 
pressed by many so-called. 

"There is only one socialism.' It 
means the abolition of private proper- 
ty in land and In industrial capital. Be 
particular ahout industrial capital. At 
the present time we produce goods to 
make a profit for the capitalist, irre- 
spective of whether such produetiion 
benefits tho community or Injures - It. 
Under socialism productioln would be 
for use, and hired labor would give 
place to associated service." 

Mr. Hardie is no protectionist, and 
when he returns desires to make clear 
the effect of a preferential tariff. 

"I do not believe that such a policy 
would be for the best interests of the 
working men of Great Britain, but at 
the same time I realize that In a time 
of trade depressioin the movement 
might become a formidable one. In or- 
der to meet it and put every difficulty 
in the way of its success I am anxious 
to Interest the workingmen of all the 
colonies, but especially in Canada, in 
an organized and co-operative opposi- 
tioin to the scheme." 

Trusts Under Free Trade. 
He observed that trusts and tho 
growth of huge personal fortunes oc- 
curred under free trade, as well as 
protection. 

"You will find capitalists under 
both, but protection makes the growth 
of the trust easier. Trusts are inevit- 
able under either- The question is 
whether the monopoly do one for pri- 
vate or for public interests," was his 
summing up on this point. 

"Ideas rule the world," was a phrase 
of contention thirty years ago. It is 
the essence of Mr. Hurdle's philosophy. 
He duis a sublime faith in the power 
of right thinking, and one gains a clue 
to the source of his calm but reso- 
lute assurance. Wall Whitman front- 
ed the universe in this spirit uf reli- 
ance on the eternal fitness. 

"Yes, we rely on the power of our 
ideas. We never waste a breath in 
denouncing anyone. Simply educate 
the people and the results wdll follow. 
The I. L. P. is holding 2H00 meetings 
a week and distributing literature. 
The Miners' Trade union will join the 
labor party next year. That is tho 
result of propaganda. No, we do not 
negotiate. We do not mind leaders, 
but go to the people direct. When 
they understand they act on their wno 
judgment." 

Reliance on Ideas- 
Mr. Hardie believes that it is only 
by this reliance on Ideas and princi- 
ples uf each member personally that a 
really independent party can be form- 
ed, lie llnds that the socialist and 
trade unitjn elements in the labor 
party work together quite smoothly, 
and there never has been any friction. 
Nineteen of tho 31 members of the 
parliamentary labor party are social- 
ists, and the movement grows stead- 
ily. 

With respect to emigration from 
England, Mr. Hardie objects to any 
forcing of the people from their own 
hinds. Ho quotes statistics to show 
that there Is plenty of arable land in 
England for the subsistence of lis 
population. Parish councils should be 
given the right, he thinks, to compel 
landlords to sell their land at reason- 
able prices lor small' holdings. The 
county councils haw the right now, 
but iio not act upon It, while the 
more popular parish bodies would 
take action. 

Met Our Own Jimmy. 

Mr. Hardie met a few labor men 
yesterday, and among them James 
Simpson, of the board of education. 
He had not met him before, but re- 
marked that he had been Impressed by 
what he had scon of hlni. \ 

"He Is a line fellow," he remarked 
to the World. 

Mr. Simpson explained thai there 
was no organized reception for Mr,

Mr. Simpson fears that Mr. Hardie 
will not form a favorable opinion of 
tin. Independence of the labor party 
from this Incident. 

v Who Hardie Is. 

Mr. Hardie was horn August lii, 1856, 
and worked in the mines from his 7th 
till his 24th year. Ho has been suc- 
cessively secretary of the Lanarkshire 
Miners' Union; editor Cumnock News; 
member for S. W. Ham, 1S92; owner 
and editor of the Labor Loader. No 
man in England, not even John Burns 
represents more strikingly the power 
of innate force of character over cir- 
cumstance. 

Mr. Hardie is one of the great in- 
dustrial leaders of the age, a position 
which he has honestly won by indomit- 
able pluck and sturdy perseverance 
that enabled him to overcome every 
obstacle that beset his path. His ca- 
rter Is a line example of what un- 
flinching energy and boundless confi- 
dence can do for a good cause, v.>von in 
conservative Great Britain, when prop- 
erly applied. 

Born In 1856, in a remote mining 
village of Scotland, of humble parents, 
he had none. of the advantages of edu- 
cation possessed by children of the 
present generation, but obtained his 
elementary knowledge of the three Rs 
at his mother's knee, and from the 
village parson. At an early age he 
was sent lo work at the pit's mouth, 
when his opportunities fur rearVuig and 
improvement were very limited. Ills 
mother was a typical woman of that 
period, believing In the psychic won- 
ders of the borderland and full of the 
traditional historic lore of the country. 
Theso weird tales and romances made 
a strong Impression on the Imagination 
of the boy and created n keen desire 
for further knowledge, which lie. en- 
deavored to satisfy by reading when- 
ever possible, books lent him from tho 
parson's library. 

Sympathies Awakened. 

At this early period of his life, long 
hours of toil, the tyrannies of the offi- 
cials, tho great poverty and suffering 
of tho people, awakened his sympathies 
and made him resolve to mako a 
mighty effort to Improve their condi- 
tions. 

Those ideas were very crude, and 
just how, when 'or where, he was to 
start, ho did not know. Still he was 
determined to do something. Every 
spare moment was devoted to improv- 
ing his education aivJ acquiring knowl- 
edge of the outside world. 

Many an hour lie spent in the attic 
after the day's toll was done, reading 
by tho light of his collier's lamp. One 
hook, "Progress and Poverty," made a 
great Impression upon his mind and 
opened lo his view many of the in- 
dustrial and economic difficulties which 
beset tho minds of the workers of that 
time, who were trying to take an lit — 
teli'lgent Interest in their own affairs. 

Later In lifx; he met that well-known 



labor leader, Henry George, when ho 
was touring through Scotland, espous- 
ing tho cause of the workers in tho 
light for shorter hours. Kier Hardie 
quickly perceived that his life's work 
must be devoted along simi.'ar linos. 

From that time to the present day 
his whole energies have been concen- 
trated on improving the conditions of 
all classes of employes in the vast in- 
dustrial area of Great Britain. Many 
difficulties and obstacles havo had to 
be faced and overcome. Set-backs 
have occurred, but the only effect they 
haH was to stimulate his efforts and 
give him renewed courage to continue 
his attacks on the strongholds of op- 
pression, avarice and wealth. 

A firm believer in the brotherhood of 
man, he says every man must have 
the right to work and be paid a fair 
living wage for his labors. 

Inspired by this ideal, ho has stead- 
ily forged ahead, from triumph to tri- 
umph, until, at the last general elec- 
tion in Britain, when he succeeded in 
consolidating the vast army of work- 
ers, with the result that labor today 
is represented in the British house of 
commons as it never was before. I

Htlpc tomatoes that aro models of per- 
fection in size, shape and color are 
grown as easily as wc grow potatoes 
liero, and tho crates on exhibition from 
Victoria aro indeed elegant. Itlpo 
poaches aro also on exhibition.

claimed that these peaches are tho 
first to ripen in tho Dominion of Can- 
ada, being several weeks ahead of tho 
Ontario crop. Tho Victoria bulb farm 
— said to bo tho only bulb farm in 
Canada — has contributed to tho dis- 
play a large collection of bulbs of all 
varieties which aro regular in shape, 
firm in texture and considered fully 
equal to tho imported Dutch stock. 

"Tho Logan berry, a large, firm 
fruit obtained by crossing tho black- 
berry and mulberry, iigures promi- 
nently In tho exhibit. It Is. found to 
be an excellent fresh fruit and with 
good keeping qualities. A collection 
of cut flowers, which though they 
have travelled over 3,500 miles, re- 
tain much of their original beauty 
and fragrance, adds much to tho dis- 
play. 

"This magnificent exhibit has been 
prepared on very short notice by tho 
citizens of Victoria to show to th* 
people of this section of Canada tho 
rtosslblllties of soil ami climate of
